Humidity Causes Suffering. 

The warm south wind combined with the 
hot sun rays to bring about a condition of 
humidity which caused much suffering.

“ There has been no material change in the 
price condition since the day following the 
strike, when the average rise was 1 cent a 
pound,” said William E: Russell, manager 
of Swift's wholesale market, “ but I cannot 
predict what may happen on Monday.” 


Little Disorder at the Yards. 

There was little disorder at the stockyards. 
One, fight, which had no direct connection 
with the strike, started in the blacksmith 
shop of Patrick Dwyer, 4302 Ashland ave- 
nue. John Gleason and W. M. Neary, both 
employed in the place, renewed an old quar- 
rel which led to blows. Gleason accused 
Neary of having shod a horse some months 
ago that had been shod by nonunion black- 
smiths. 

When Sergeant Mulligan and Policeman 
Watson, on strike duty across the street, 
tried to arrest the men a number of idlers 
tried to interfere and threatened them with 
violence. A disturbance occurred at the 
same corner on Friday, when a crowd of 
strike sympathizers sought to prevent the 
passing of an omnibus which was carrying 
the stenographers from one of the packing 
houses. 

Three Strikers Are Injured. 

In a fight in the morning between the 
police and a mob of strikers three rioters 
were injured and fifty young women stenog- 
raphers for packing houses thrown into a 
panic. The injured were: 

McGuire, R. W., 4802 Ashland avenue; injured 
internally by blows from policeman's club. 

O'Neil, Jerry, 4800 Ashland avenue, saloonkeeper; 
severe contusion on head and arms. 

Shezhan, James, 4300 Ashland ayenye, striking 
butcher, formerly employed in Armour’s plant; 
left arm broken; bruised on head and shoulders. 
The trouble occurred at West Forty-third 

street and Ashland-avenue, when omnibuses 

carrying the stenographers arrived. A 

striker tried to stop them, and the crowd 

attacked the police when the latter attempt- 
ed to make arrests. The girls left the vehicle 
and mahy sought refuge in saloons. 

O'Neill in the afternoon recom- 

miended the revocation of the saloon license 

of August Kustusch, 4013 Ashland avenue. 

Capt. Clancy in a report stated the place is

Capt. Clancy, acting under instructions 
from Chief O'Neill, closed all dancing halls 
last night, and this, the police say, was an 
aid in the maintenance of order. The police 
issued several permits for dances tonight. 


PRICES OF MEATS ADVANCED. 

General Increase of 1 1-2 Cents a Pound 
for “Straight” Beef This — 
Week. ~ 


A general advance of 1% cents a pound on 
straight beef is predicted for the coming 
week. Since Tuesday straight beef has ad- 
vanced 2 cents a pound, and certain bet- 
ter cuts have gone up from 4 to®@cents. The 
prices at Fulton market are, however, uni- 
formly lower than those prevailing in South 
Water street. 

The retail butchers have put their prices 
up so high as to slacken the demand. Cus- 
tomers asked to pay from 2 to 3 cents more 
a pound for meat than they were asked last 
week indignantly refuse and leave the butch- 
ers with their stock on hand. 

At the beginning of the stockyards strike 
the retail butchers made a lively scramble 
in South Water street to “cover.’’ Asa re- 
sult their cooling rooms are filled and light 
sales have been the order in the wholesale 
markets.

“The increase in prices,’’ Mr. Collins said, 
“is due to scarcity of chilling room, to the 
extra cost of killtfig, and the advance ‘in 
shippers’ prices due to the increased risk. 

“We are prepared to supply the entire 
city with fresh meats, as we receive our 
stock from the independent slaughtering 
companies at the stockyards. The twenty- 
six firms in Fulton market can handle 800,- 
000 pounds of meat a day. When the strike 
of the meat luggers in the firms of Armour 
& Co, and the affiliated firms’ goes into effect 
on Monday the capacity of the market will be 
reduced to 600,000 pounds. 

“ The independent slaughtering companies 
ean kill more than 100,000 cattle a week. 
They recently have been killing day and 
night, until we now have no more room for 
the supplies in our refrigerators. 

“The famine will come, however, if the 
eastern firms succeed in purchasing the out- 
put of the independent concerns, as they 
are trying to do now. The eastern houses 
are making every effort to secure a portion 
of this output, but we do not anticipate a 
stringency.” 


URGES USE OF AN ANAESTHETIC. 


Samuel Fox Has a Device for the Pain- 
less Slaughtering of Cat- } 
tle. 


While the packing industry is tied up. 
Samuel Fox, 1563 Hutchinson street. May- 
fair, has seized the opportunity to bring te 
public notice a device for the painless slaugh- 
tering of animals. Mr. Fox believes cattle, 
sheep, and hogs should be placed under an 
angesthetic before being killed. 

Mr. Fox's device consists of a pen into 
which the animal’ is driven and confined in 
small space by the working of an automatie 
floor and walis. The head of the anima! 
protrudes. A rubber cap is thrown over js 
and nitrous oxide gas is turned on ata press- 
ure of twenty pounds to the square inch. 

In less than a minute, the Inventor de 
clares, the animal is overcome. Then it is 
6wung up from the cage and killing is ef- 
fected by cutting the throat. Mr. Fox holds 
this method is as fast as the one now used, 
The packers, however, have not interested 
themselves in the invention, and Mr. Fox 
suggesis to the humane societies that it 
might be well to compel the adoption of the 
anesthetic device by legislation.

DEPUTIES FIGHT 
MOB OF STRIKERS 


Many Are Beaten in Riot at 
South St. Pau), When Non- 


union Men Are Fought. 


MARTIAL LAW IS THREAT 


Sheriff Declares Troops Will Be 
Called if Laws Are Broken 
by the Butchers. | 


St. Paul, Minn., July 16—Striking butchers 

at the South St. Paul plant of Swift & Co. 
began rioting today, fighting Sheriff Grisim 
and his deputies. As a result martial law 
is threatened. 
‘ The official made an attempt to force twen- 
ty-five nonunion men through a big crowd 
of strikers about the entrance to the packing 
house yards. A severe hand to hand en- 
counter followed and several on both sides 
were badly bruised. One of the strikers, J. 
K. Banks, marshal of the pickets, later was 
arrested and fined 825. 


Deputies Fight Strikers’ Mob. 


The clash occurred after Sheriff Grisim 
had held a conference with Gov, Van Sant, 


. in which the governor had instructed Grisim 


to disperse the large gathering of strikers 
who since the strike began have prevented 
all persons from entering the yards. 

When the sheriff returned to South St. 
Paul he met Supt. Burns of the Swift com- 
pany, who desired to take a number of men 
into the yards. 
uties when they marched up to the entrance 
were surrounded by strikers, and a fight 
began: In a moment stones and clubs were 
being used. Managér Tuffie of the Minne- 
apolis branch of the company, who was with 
the nonunion men. was badly pummeled. 
Sheriff Grisim rescued Tuffle from the strike 
leader, Banks. who had thrown the manager 
to the ground. 

The fighting line stretched over a hundred 
yards. During the riot ten men ran the 
blockade of the pickets and several others 
slipped through alone. It ts said that in this 
manner nearly all of the men were taken 
into the yards. 


Threatens to Call Militia. 


4 After the fight was over Sheriff Grisim 


called the strike leaders and the pickets to- 
gether and issued a forceful statement of 
the situation. He said: 

“ A state of riot exists. If you want anoth- 
er sheriff here. keep this up. To form this 
cordon and bar men from the plants is 
wrong, illegal, and without authority of law 

“My orders are direct from the governor 
and are conclusive. I must preserve order. 
If you persist in refusing to recognize my 
authority I shall be forced to notify the 
governor that I am powerless to control the 
situation, and must lay beforé him the neces- 
sity of taking other means of keeping peace 
here. I shall have to tell the governor the 
facts and he will send militia here to take 
charge. 

*“The situation is simply this: This re- 
sistance and disregard of 'the officers must 
cease or I shall call on the governor for help.” 


Ignore Orders to End Blockade. 
Sheriff Grisim ordered the abandonment of 
the cordon of pickets. The men assented. 
but as soon as he left the cordon was again 
formed on orders from the business agent 
of the union, and the work of holding up 

every man attempting to pass went on. 
Nothing will be®' done at the plant tomor- 
row. The men will be kept within its walls. 
An effort will be made to open the plant on 
Monday, put a large force at work, and keep 
it in operation. Serious trouble is expected 
as soon as it is attempted to increase the

Although the St. Louis Dressed Reef and Pro- 
Vision company, the only St. Louis packing 
house affected by the strike, announced killing 
would be resumed yesterday on a large scale, it 
is believed little has been done. The east side 
packing houses practically have ceased opera- 
tions. A further increase in meat order prices 
has been made bv restaurants. It ranges for 
steaks from 10 to 50 cents. Fresh meat is 30 ner 
cent higher than early in the week. Five strike 
leadersj have been sworn in as deputy sheriffs, to 
keep peace at the packing houses. 

OMAHA, NERB.—Several hundred new men were 
given employment at the packing houses in 
South Omaha. Considerable slaughtering was 
done, and all the plants were operating in a lim- 
ited way. Live stock receipts increased. 

ST. JOSEPH. MO.—Managers of the South St. 
Joseph packing houses said they were in better 
condition to transact business than previously. 
Swift, Hammond, and Morris all were operating, 
clerks, foremen, and other employés doing work 
formerly done by strikers. 

PEORIA. ILL.—The employés of the local branch 
of the Cudahy Packing company were called to 
Chicago. At-the Armour plant it was stated their 
men are being called in from all over the country. 

BOSTON, MASS.—Because of the scarcity of meat 
in Boston permission was granted by the board 
of police to three dealers to slaughter cattle on 
Sunday. This grant applies only today. The 
action was necessary, it was pointed out, in 
order that there may be an uninterrupted supply 
for the various prisons and the hotels 


KANSAS CITY STRIKERS FIGHT. 


Rioting Begins When Unionists Attack 
Greeks Leaving Two of the 
Packing Plants. 


Kanegas City, Mo., July 16.—[Special.]— 
Rioting due to the packing house strike be- 
gan tonight, when a crowd of strikers fought 
many Greek laborers leaving the Armour 
and Fowler plants. Stones were thrown, but 
when the police came the rioters fled. The 
Armour plant reported having 2,469 men at 
work, although 200 nonunion men were said 
to have left. Two carloads of workmen were 
taken into the Fowler plant, but many de- 


serted.

TRAGEDY AT A CELEBRATION. 


Italian Murdered by Unknown Man at 
Exercises in Honor of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel at New York. 


New York, July 16.—During a celebration 
'n honor of Our Lady of Mount Carmel! in 
Harlem's Little Italy” tonight a man be- 
lieved to be Pasquale Perrelli was murdered 
by an unidentified man who stepped up to 
him in the crowd and shot him twice. The 
murderer was immediately lost in the crowd. 

About thirty persons were injured in a riot 
in Guttenburg, N. J., tonight. The trouble 
was started by a driver attempting to drive 
through the ranks of a parade of Italian so- 
cleties during a celebration in honor of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel. 

Some of th excited Italians drew stilet- 
tos, and the police of West New York, Union 
Hill, and West Hoboken had to be called to

POSHANT-GAMBLING WAR 


MEMPHIS CITIZENS PRESS MAYOR 
TO INDICATE POLICY. 


Committce Presents Questions and De- 
mands Answers—Reorganization of 
City Officials May Follow—Political 

‘Opponents of Executive in High 
Feather—Senator Carmack Volun- 
teers to Aid in Prosecuting Alleged 
Slayers of Deputy Sherifis. 


Memphis, Tenn, July 16.—[Special.]—A 
committee composed of fifty of the most 
prominent business and professional men of 
Memphis called upon Mayor Williams this 
morning and submitted a lst of questions 
for which they demanded answers as to his 
policy in the anti-gambling crusade. The 
mayor announced that he was not prepared 
to give his explanations at ence, in order 
that he might be properly put before the 
public, and he was given until Monday morn- 
ing to answer. 

A few minutes before calling on the mayor 
the committee called on the sheriff and the 
democratic nominee for sheriff and obtained 
pledges from them in which they promised 
to do all that was possible to abolish gamb- 
ling in Memphis and to end the existence of 
negro dives in this city. 


Chief Mason Is Absent. 


It was expected that Chief Mason, the 
head of the police department, also would 
meet the committee, but he was absent on 
account of illness. 

The questions put to Mayor Williams were 
of a sensational order and almost openly 
charged him with malfeasance in office. 
They asked him if he was not aware that he 
was violating his oath of office in allowing 
the gamblers and dives to operate in Mem- 
phis and demanded .to know if he did not 
think they could be stopped. 

The final question was an inquiry as to 
whether he was willing to join with Vice 
Mayor Henderson and Fire and Police Com- 
missioner Walsh in removing John J. Mason, 
chief of police, from his office because of his 
inability to properly fill the position. 


May Hand in Resignation. 


Questions along the same line had been 
prepared for the chief of police, excepting In 
regard to his own removal, and when he did 
not appear they were sent to his residence by 
messenger. The chief replied that, owing to 
the eircumstances, he did not think an an- 
swer to the questions was necessary. This 
is believed to be equal to an announcement 
from the chief that he will resign before it 
can be demanded by the board of fire and 
police commissionefs, two of whom are now 
on record as wanting his resignation. 

Commissioner Walsh has stated that he is 


Lin favor of a complete reorganization of the 


police department, which he charges with 
being corrupt and under the dominion of the 
yamblers of the city. It is sald, however, 
that Capt. George T. O’Haver, at present 
chief of detectives, may be named for chief 
of police, although the place may go to,some 
ene outside of the department at present. 


Another Massmeeting Likely. 


The committeemen that called upon the 
mayor and other officials yesterday have the 
right to pass upon the answers received from 
the chief executive of the city, and in the 
event that they are not satisfactory an- 
other massmeeting is to be called immediate- 
ly and the first steps looking to the impeach- 
ment of the mayor are to be begun. 

For five years Mayor Williams has been 
the political boss of Memphis, Shelby county. 
and west Tennessee, and has been mentioned 
prominently as a candidate for governor 
two years hence. His political opponents are 
elated, and it is openly predicted that the 
end of his sway ts at hand. 


Mason Friend of Barrett. 


Chief Mason is a political appointee of 
the mayor's, and had no police experience 
prior to his appointment in 1898. Mason ts 
a close friend of Sheriff Barrett of Chicago, 
and usually spends a month or s0 as his 
guest yearly. It was at first rumored that 
he had gone to Barrett when this trouble 
appeared, but this has been disproved. 

The five gamblers now in jail for the kill- 
ing of the two deputy sheriffs last Monday 


night. are due to be tried next Thursday,. 


public opinion having demanded an imme- 
diate hearing of the cases. United States 
Senator Edward W. Carmack has volun- 
teered his services to the prosecution and 
will appear with the state’s attorneys, serv- 
ing without compensation. Friends of the 
dead men have employed other leading at- 
torneys to assist in the prosecution. M. R. 
Patterson, congressman from this district, 
and half a dozen other prominent lawyers 
will represent the defendants. 


May Ask Change of Venue. 

It is expected that the defense will make 
a demand for a change of venue on the 
ground that the massmeetings have so in- 
cited the public that a fair and impartial trial 
is impossible. This killing was responsible 
for the present excitement and movement 
to remove officials, it being claimed that the 
police department was aware that dives of 
the kind in which the killing occurred were 
being operated contrary to law. 

The deputies who were killed were part 
of a posse of six who raided the gambling 
house. They had arrested about forty 
negroes who were playing “ piquo,”’ a game 
similar to policy, and were about to carry 


them to jail when the five men now under 


arrest appeared and demanded their re- 
lease. In the mélée which followed the two 
officers were killed. The men were arrested 
the next day, and while there has been 
some talk of mob violence it has about qui- 
eted down.

Port Arthur Cut Off. ~ 

Immediately after the battle of the Yalu 
the Japanese landed at last on the Liaotung 
peninsula and Port Arthur was cut off. 

It is hard to say exactly how many men 
were left under’Gen. Stoessel at Port Ar- 
thur. The Russians say 40,000, exclusive 
of the navy and garrison artillery. The 
number, more likely, was 30,000, of whom 
2,000 were put out of action at Kinéhou. 

That left Kouropatkin with an army 
concentrated between Liaoyang and Kai- 
chou of only 50,000 men and not more than 
140 guns. 

Japs Lose Another Chance. 

So weak was the Russian army at this 
moment that the Japanese had once more 
an opportunity of attempting a great coup. 
There were several days after the Yalu fight 
when it seemed highly probable that the en- 
emy, insntead of marchimg on Liaoyang, 
would advance by back roads in the mount- 
ains directly on Mukden, where there are no 
fortifications of any sort and few troops. 

Kouropatkin was not prepared to resist 
such an onslaugbt. His sole line of retreat 
was threatened and there was danger of 
Liaoyang becoming a second Sedan. 

Accordingly, he decided to fal back on 
Thieling, north of Mukden. Everything was 
made ready for the retreat. Viceroy Alexieff 
planned to transfer his quarters from Muk- 
den to Harbin, while Kouropatkin awaited 
the assault at Thieling, which is the strong- 
est. strategical position in the whole Liao 
basin. This was on May 11. / 


Sudden Change in Plans. 


Suddenly, on May 12, the orders for the 
retreat were reversed. The Japanese, who 
had come with a tremendous rush from the 
Yalu, halted, and actually fell back. Liao- 
yang an@ Mukden were both safe for the 
moment, and the viceroy’s train did not go 
to Harbin. 


the weakness of the Russian forces, it would 
seem once more that the Japanese had lost 
& great opportunity. If they had pushed on 
towards Mukden it is quite certain that there 
would have been a rapid retreat, degenerat- 
ing into a debacle on the side of the Russians. 
The Japanese had only to ktep pushing to- 
wards Liaoyang, and Kouropatkin would not 
have given battle. 


Jap Success Unexpected. 

It is probdble that both in this case and 
in the case of the first attack on Port Arthur, 
the Japanese, in spite of the boasted secret 
service, had no idea how weak and demoral- 
ized the Russians really were. Again, in both 
cases their success had been unexpected. 
The attack on the Yalu was intended to hold 
the Russian troops engaged on the left flank, 
and so prepare the way for a landing on the 
Liaotung peninsula. As it turned out, it was 
successful beyond all calculation, and might 
have been utilized to a much greater extent, 
but the Japanese refused to run risks, even 
to secure a great prize. They merely modi- 
fied their original plans slightly and went on 
with the business in hand, which was thein- 
vestment of Port Arthur.

Unfortunately 
for tke Russians, it was practically impos- 
sible, even with a much larger army, to 
relieve Port Arthur as long as the Japanese 
had command of the esa, for any force ad- 
vancing southwards must leave both Russian 
flanks and rear open to attack from the sea. 
That is why the Japanese had no need to hold 
the Liaotung peninsula in. force north of 
Kinchou. 

When, Kouropatkin sent Stackelberg 
with the first Siberian army corps to attempt 
the relief of Port Arthur he was simply acting 
under instructions from St. Petersburg and 
not because he expected to help Port Arthur. 
As soon as we heard that Stackelberg had 
gone to Vafangow we expected disaster, and 
this morning the telegram came that the dis- 
aster had taken place. Stackelberg, while 
,endeavoring to turn the Japanese right flank, 
was suddenly hit on his own right and badly 
routed. The Japanese apparently were not 
greatly supérior in numbers but their artil- 
lery was infinitely better both in numbers and 
effectiveness, and their tactics, as usual, 
were perfect examples of how battles should 
be fought. 

Now Japs Are Advancing. 

Now the army of Gen. Oku is advancing 
from the south and Kuroki is coming from 
the southeast. When they effect a junction 
they will form a fighting unit at least of 100,- 
000 men, and there is still the army of Nodzu 
to come. 

Kouropatkin has advanced to extricate 


probably 6,000, while the rest of his men are 
badly shaken. 

On the other hand, the railway every day

Japan’s Military Strength. 

William Maxwell, another well known Eng- 
lish war correspondent, writing from Kuro- 
‘ki’s headquarters at the end of May, gives a 
careful summary of the Japanese forces.

Japs Land 20,000 at Dalny. 

“According to information received the 

Japanese effected a landing at Pogt Dalny 
on July 2, disembarking about 20,000 men 
and fifty guns. | The whole town swarmed 
‘with Japanese soldiers. The enemy is re- 
pairing the docks and central electric sta- 
tion. The railroad,line is being repaired 
throughout the whole length, but owing to 
lack of engines the cars are worked by Chi- 
nese. 

“On July 9 the Japanese suspended their 
advance and intrenched themselves in the 
positions they are occupying.. Daily ex- 
changes of rifle fire are impeding their work.

“The spirit of the troops is excellent.” 

Since the receipt from Tokio of an official 
denial of the report of a Japanese.repulse at 
Port Arthur, with the loss of about 30,000 
men, skepticism as to the truth of the report 
from Viceroy Alexieff's headquarters has 
pervaded all circles, but the members of the 
general staff decline to accept the denial un- 
reservedly. 

While not insisting on the accuracy of the 
figures they claim there is good reason to 
believe that a severe check was inflicted on 
the Japanese in front of Port Arthur. 

Did Japs Invent Story? , 

While it is conceivable that the Japanese 
themselves may have spread the report for 
the purpose of leading Gen. Kouropatkin to 


believe’ that they will not advance any 


further in Manchuria, the general staff is 
not disposed to regard then! as gullty of such 
Machiavelism. Despite the attitude of the 
general staff, who evidently are reluctant 
to give up a réport for which they are not 
responsible, the public ardor has quite cooled 
down.

An artillery recon- 
noissance has showed the country directly 
south to be} clear of the enemy.

It {fs sur- 
mised that they could only be Russian ves- 
sels. 


CORRESPONDENTS IN THE DARK. 

GEN. KUROKI’S HEADQUARTERS, via 
Fusan; July 14.—{Delayed.]—The newspaper 
correspondents are ignorant of the progress 
of the campaign here or elsewhere and the 
movements of this army, except what little 
is happening in their neighborhood,

GERMAN MAILS ARE SEIZED. 


Russian Steamer Stops the Prinz Hein- 
rich and Takes Bags Bound 
for Japan. 


ADEN, July 16.—The captain of the North 
German Lloyd steamer Prinz Heinrich, 
which has arrived here from Hamburg June 
23 and Southampton June 28 for Yokohama, 
reports that he was stopped yesterday after- 

noon by the Russian volunteer fleet steamer 
Smolensk and compelled to give up thirty- 
one sacks of letters and twenty-four sacks 
and boxes of parcels, all intended for Japan. 

It is reported that the Peninsular and Orl- 
ental company’s steamer Malacca, from Ant- 
werp for Japan, has been seized in the Red 
sea by the Russian steamer St. Petersburg. 


Confirmed by Foreign Office. 

BERLIN, July 16.—The foreign office here 
confirms the report of the seizure of the 
mails of the North German Lloyd steamer 
Prinz Heinrich by the Russian volunteer fleet 
steamer Smolensk in the Red sea, but de- 
clines to discuss the political features of the

ISLAND OF PERIM, Straits of Bab El 
Mandeb, July 16.—The American missionary 
vessel Morning Star, from Boston, arrived 
here today and reports that yesterday it 
passed, between Jebel Teir and Jebel Zugur, 
islands in the Red sea, a Russian volunteer 
fleet steamer, flying the naval flag, bound 
north. The Morning Star sighted at dusk 
off Jebel Zugur another cruiser, with three 
funnels and two masts, and, at midnight, it 
sighted a torpedo boat. Both these vessels 
were supposed to be cruising.

CITY GIVES COUNTY TROGE 


FEUD CEASES TO MENACE COM- 
FORT OF SICK CHILDREN. 


Covert Threat of Mandamus Suit In- 
duces Chicago Officials to Cease Pre- 
venting Work on Addition to Hos- 
pital—Origin of Trouble a Request 


Cook Courts Without Usual Fees— 
Unpaid Water Bills, $80,000. 


It took the covert threat of mandamus 
proceedings yesterday to persuade the city of 
Chicago to allow the county of Cook to 
continue its work of erecting a $75,000 chil- 
dren's ward at the County hospital. The 
comfort of scores was entirely lost sight of in 
the bitterness of an ancient feud between 
the city and the county. ' 

Several years ago the city asked the coun- 
ty to permit the trial of city cases in the 
county courts without charging the usual 
court fees. The county said ‘‘ No."" Where- 
upon the city decided to charge the county 
for all water used at Dunning and other in- 
stitutions. The county put the water bills 
in its pocket and let them go unpaid till they 
reached the appalling total of $80,000. Then 
came the city’s chance for revenge. 


Work on Building Stopped. 

On Thursday: afternoon city policemen 
stopped the gang of laborers that was en- 
gaged in putting in the foundations for the 
Wood street wing of the hospital, which is to 
contain 142 cots for children. The present 
quarters devoted to little ones are cramped 
and crowded beyond all endurance. There- 
fore County Supt. William McLaren filed an 
immediate and indignant protest. He had 
just gone through a similarly annoying de- 
lay caused by his failure to get a permit from 
Building Commissioner Williams. He was 
angry, and he told Supt. H. G. Nourse of the 
water bureau of his anger. 

‘‘ The county must pay its water bills,”’ an- 
swered Mr. Nourse sweetly, ‘* before any 
of its building permits will get by the water 
office.”’ | 

This made Mr. McLaren angrier still. He 
pointed out that it was unjust to sacrifice 
the comfort of the sick.children to an un- 
settled law.question. Nourse was obdurate, 
however, and it took President H. G. Fore- 
-man and Assistant County Attorney Struck- 
mann to straighten out matters. Mr. Fore- 
man represented to the corporation counsel's 
office that Mr. Nourse was pursuing a wholly 
indefensible course, and Mr. Struckmann 
backed up his superior with hints of a man- 
damus application concealed in his pocket. 
' ‘The city’s law forces promised that the 
workmen should be allowed to resume opera- 
tions on Monday morning. When the con- 
ference broke up It was too late to obtain the 
permit, but this formality will be complied 
with tomorrow.

$95,435,223 for 1904, $87,602,072 for 1903, and 
750,809 for 1001. Bighteen of the roads 
show a decrease compared with last year, 
whilé the aggregate earnings of all these 
roade were $2,167,000, or around 2% per cent 
bos than in May, 1908. When compared with 
001 all but one of the twenty-seven roads 
have largely increased earnings this year, 
the increase for the entire list amounting to 
$13,685,000, or nearly 20 per cent. Yet -in 
1001 all the railways of the country earned 
$01,000,000 more than in the previous year, 
although 1900 had shown a gain of $63, 00U, 0, C00 
over the preceding year. 


Mileage Earnings Increase. 

The table of rate of earnings for each 
mile shows a continuation of the same rate 
of progress. In 1000 the gross earnings of 
all roads in the United States averaged 
$7,722 a mile, an increase of $717 a mile over 
j800; in 1901 they averaged $8,123 a mile, an 
increase of $401; and in 1902 they increased 
$502, averaging $8,625 a mile. According to 
the recent report of the interstate commerce 
commission for the year ending June 30, 
1008, the average earnings had risen to $9,258 
@ mile, which is an increase of $633 over the 
preceding year. ® 

These figures apply only to gross earnings. 
Net earnings have a different story, owing- 
to the large and continuous increase in ex- 
penses for labor and supplies during recent 
years, augmented by the severity of last 
winter

CLINE WILL 


Charges That Document Dis- 
posing of Millions Was 
Secured by Fraud. 


NEPHEWS’ ROW IS CAUSE. 


Case Recalls $50,000 Embezzle- 
ment Charge in Chicago 
a Year Ago. 


Many remarkable charges are made in the 
guit filed yesterday attacking the will of 
George T. Cline, a wealthy and eccentric 
old recluse, who died at Mercy hospital in 
June, 1903. His estate is valued at from 
$3,000,000 to $6,000,000. Nicholas J. Cline, his 
only brother and complainant in the suit, 
claims the will was procured by fraud, vio- 
lence, and undue influence exercised by the 
three men whom the document names 4s 
* executors and trustees of the estate. 

In this will Cline left a fourth of his for- 
tune to his brother, minus $50,000; a fourth 
t6 his sister, Mary L. Weakle of Frederick; 
a fourth to be divided afhong George T., Will- 
jam H., Caspar W., and John C. Cline of 
Los Angeles, nephews; and a fourth to Cas- 
par C. and Isaac T. Crum of Oakland, Cal., 
also nephews. 


Dispute Starts Over $50,000. 

It was this $50,000 deducted from Nicholas 
Cline’s share that precipitated the present 
litigation.

HOOVER IN A NEW ROW. 


HIS CLAIM OF $500 CAUSES TROU- 
BLE IN HOME FINDERS. 


Legacy of $1,000 Is Left the Association 
- and Field Secretary Demands One- 
Half—His Plan Is Beaten but It Dis- 
gusts Several of the Directors and 
They Resign—President Raum Soon 
Follows Them Out of the Organ- 
ization. 


A row over a legacy of $1,000 left to the 
American Home Finding association and 
over the financial methods of Field Secre- 
tary George K. Hoover, it has been ascer- 
tained, was the cause of the resignation of 
the president and several trustees of the 
organization last Wednesday. Hoover has 
been in trouble before because of his peculiar 
manner of handling money belonging to the 
organization, but has had friends on the 
board of directors who have enabled him to 
retain his position as an officer. 3 

The latest trouble was started by Hoover 
when he claimed 50 per cent, or $500, of the 
legacy for himself, on the ground that if it 
had not been for his influence the donation. 
would not have been made. As the donor also 
had left a legacy of $1,000 to the Children’s 
Home and Aid society, which carries on a 
similar work, Hoover’s claim was denied by 
Gen. Green B. Raum, president of the Ameri- 
ean Home Finding association, and by some 
of the directors. 


Hoover Claims Half Legacy. — 


A fight was then made by Hoover, it is 
stated, to secure the $500 As he is allowed 
& commission of from 80 to 75 per cent of 
the collections he makes as field secretary 
some of+the directors said that he dught to 
get a commission on the legacy. 

As head of the association, Gen. Raum op- 
posed Hoover’s claim vigorously. Directors 
Thomas H. Gault, H. Clay Calhoun, Dr. B. 
F’. Roberts, and others also opposed Hoover. 

“There is no evidence on file that Mr. 
Hoover had anything to do with getting 
the legacy,” said President Raum. “ Our 
organization is deeply in debt and needs the 
money.” 

Such stro opposition developed that 
Hoover in his the 
entire amount of the legacy went into the 
treasury of the association. Hoover had 
caused so much contention that some of the 
directors decided to sever connection with 


‘the movement. 


Directors and President Quit,

President Raum attemptea to carry on the 
work with Capt. Albert Billingslea, who had 
succeeded Hoover as superintendent of the 
home conducted by the organization. Capt. 
Billingslea, however, recently decided to £0 
to Alabama to live and resigned as superin- 
tendent. After the resignation of the direc- 
tors opposed to him Hoover had seen that 
their places were filled by his friends. The 
new directors decided to make Hoover super- 
intendent as well as field secretary. This 
was too much for Gen. Raum, and he re- 
signed both as president and director of the 
association.

Pure Food Commission Starts 
War on the Sellers of 
Impure Sirups. 


NEARLY 200 SUITS REGUN. 
Dealers in Jelly and Adulterated 
Extracts Are Called Into 

Court. | 


The ubiquitous summer girl, with the ever 
present thirst, and the young man whose 
salary is materially diminished in the effort 
to keep her supplied with soda water, havea 
‘friend in the state pure food commission, 
which is going to stop the sale of adulterated 
drinks. 

All sorts of ills, especially in hot weather, 
lurk in summer beverages, unless the ex- 
tracts are pure, and the commission is going 
to see about it. With that end in vies it 
has instituted a vigorous campaign against 
adulterated food products. Nearly 200 suits 
were filed yesterday. They were not alone 
against dealers in extracts, but include 


everything in the line of adulterated food 
and adulterated foodstuffs. 


Nearly 200 Suits Are Begun. 

Nearly 100 of the suits started by Commis- 
sioner Alfred H. Jones are brought in Jus- 
tice Richardson's court. The charges on 
which retail dealers in Chicago and other 
rude of Cook coynty will be prosecuted in- 

ude: 

Violations of the label law. 

Selling impure vinegar. 

Selling adulterated flavoring extracts. 

Selling -adulterated and imitation butter and 
Process butter. 

During the last few months many dealers 
‘have sold to inspectors - without knowing 
their identity articlés on which the charges 
are based. In each instance the question was 
asked; ‘Is this article pure?” When an 
affirmative reply was given the product was 
taken to the state office at 815 Dearborn 
street and analyzed. 


Commission Kind to Offenders. 

Although violations of the ptire food law 
should be prosecuted in the Criminal courts, 
the commission has taken the position that 
this would work hardship in many cases. 
The milder method of bringing each case up 
in justice courts has been adopted. The 
penalty ranges from $25 to $200. 

Adulterated vinegar, flavoring extracts, 
gaple sirup, and process butter, as well as 
other adulterated foods, have been found by 
the state inspectors In large quantities in 
Chicago, it is asserted, as well as elsewhere 
in the state. Most of the vinegar is from 
St. Louis, Mo., and Louisville. It is labeled 
“Pure Cider Vinegar.” Analysis shows it 
to be a low wine or colored distilled article, 
The commission is unable to reach the man- 
ufacturers because they don’t reside in the 
state, but it Is believed that prosecuting state 
dealers will discourage their continued sale. 


Is Cause of Much Il]ne 

“The adulteration of flavoring extracts,” 
said one of the Inspectors, “ especially dur- 
ing the heated season, is of serious conse- 
quence. Thousands who daily use and buy 
soda waters and other soft drinks do not 
realize what they are drinking until illness 
ensues.”’ 

Among “the Chicago offenders, of: which 
there are twenty-five, the principal com- 
plaint is the sale of illegal jams, jelly, and 
preserves, and adulterated lemon and va- 
nilla extracts, and the sirups that enter 
into soda water. In South Chicago there are 
twelve complaints, seven against one man, 
all for impure grocery products. 

Complaints of similar character are made 
against grocers and other dealers in a dozen 
towns in Cook county. Harvey, Springfield, 
Decatur, Galena, Danville, Moline, and Van- 
dalia also will be covered by the crusade. 


CLAIM ANOTHER YEAR OF LIFE 
- FOR TRACTION FRANCHISES. 


Unexpected Opposition Is Encountered 
by City to the Action of Council Or- 
dering Streets Vacated. 


Unexpected opposition to the action of the 
city council in ordering the vacatioz of Har- 
rison, Adams, and other streets by the Union 
Traction company was offered yesterday by 
the company’s lawyers in the preparation of 
a letter to Mayor Harrison setting forth that 
their franchises were. good for one year 
longer. ° 

It is asserted that all the Chicago Passe 
ger railway ordinances which heretofore 
have been regarded as wholly expired run 
until March, 1907, owing to the preamble of 
the confirming ordinance passed in 1887. 
According to the traction attorneys this 
confirmation was rendered necessary by the 
failure to receive frontage consents until 
that year. 

It is asserted that none of the ordinances 
granted the Passenger railway in 1884, 1885, 
1886, and 1887 began to live until the con- 
firming order was passed. By this method 
of figuring the twenty year grants do not ex- 
pire till March of next year, and the council 
consequently has no right to order the re- 
moval of tracks before that date.

BlG PLANT LEAVES CITY. 


REID, MURDOCH & CO. ACCEPT SITE 


AT HAMMOND, IND. 


Manufacturing Department of the Big 
Wholesale Grocery House Will Be 


Transferred — Industry Employs 
Nearly 500 Men and Girls—Move Is 
Credited to “Economy,” but Is Be- 
lieved to Be Result of Illinois Tax 
on Capital Stock of Corporations. 


A move regarded by merchants as the first 
“breakaway’’ under the recent Supreme 
court decision taxing the capital stock of 
Illinois corporations developed yesterday 


when it became known that the big wholesale 


grocery house of Reid, Murdoch & Co, had 
accepted 16% acres of land from the city of 
Hammond, Ind., for a site for the transfer 
of its large manufacturing plant. The reason 
given by the company officials for the change 
was “the necessity for a more economical 
conduct” of its business. 

“We are making the move,” said W. F. 
Bode, a director of the company, “ because 
the small margin of profit in modern busi- 
ness makes economy of administration es- 
sential. We cannot afford to pay cartage 
charges on the hauling and rehauling of 
goods through the streets of Chicago. At 
Hammond we get the same freight rates and 
can put the goods direct into a freight car 
from our packing tables. Labor conditions 


have nothing to do with our transfer from 


Chicago.” j 
Site Is on Calumet River. 

The sixteen and one-half acres of land, 
with a two years’ option on eleven acres ad- 
joining, is given to Reid, Murdoch & Co. by 
the city of Hammond as an inducement for 
the location of the plant. The purchase of 
the tract by the municipality is said to have 
been financed with the assistance of several 
public utility companies centering in Ham- 
mond. The site is on the Calumet river and 
has lighterage connection with the big 
freighters docking at South Chicago. 

According to the architect's plans the new 
plant will consist of at least five buildings 
and afford room for the employment of 500 
operatives. The main structure will be 250 
feet broad and 300 feet long. It will be one 
story high and lighted by the “ saw edge” 
roof system of skylights. At its southern 
end will be a two storied building, 100x250 
feet in area. Both these structures will be 
used for the refining and manufacture of pre- 
serves, jellies, sirups, and other products, 
Olives, cocoanut, and spices also will be 
packed there. 

Other buildings to be erected are a power 
plant, including a complete system of elec- 
tric lighttng; a box factory, and a cooperage 
plant. It is expected that construction will 
begin this fall, so that the buildings may 
be ready for occupancy next spring. 

Will Distribute from Hammond. 

All products from Reid. Murdoch & Co.'s 

ickling and canning plants at Pierceton, 

remen, and Columbia City, Ind., and from 
Galien and New Buffalo, Mich., will be dis- 
tributed from Hammond. No estimate of 
the probable cost of the new buildings could 
be obtained from the firm or architects. All 
of the high class refining business of Reid, 
Mur@och & Co. is at present done in their 
Lake street store, where from 300 to 00 men 
and girls are employed.

Half of the ques- 
ton of Ultimate success in any trade is set- 
ted when the step of selection is rightly 
wken.

Bot if he is unfortunate so that he enters 
s ¥eeation for which he has no liking or 
for which he is not at all adapted then he 
will have practically no chance to show any 
ability that he may possess and can scarcely 
hope fo ever become one of the masters of 
his craft.

At the 
expiration of his term of apprenticeship an 
examination is held to determine his fitness. 
The examination is a practical one, its pur- 
pose being to determine the examinee’s abil- 
ity as a working machinist, yet to pass it the 
apprentice must devote some of his spare 
timge to the study of subjects bearing upon 
his trade. If he passes the examination with 
a satisfactory standing he is adjudged a full- 
fledged journeyman machinist and his wages 
suddenly bound from those of a boy to those 
of a man. Still, the wages é¢arned by the 
average machinist are not high compared 
to some trades. Also there is at times a 
scarcity of work. 

The minimum pay of the journeyman is 30 
cents an hour. From this it rises, according 
to a man’s ability, the work he does, and hts 
location. Railroad machinists and the tool 
and die makers earn the highest pay of ordi- 
nary machinists. Their wages average 35 
cemts an hour, but it is estimated that the 
average pay of the journeyman throughout 
the country is 38% cents. With the day’s 
work fixed at nine hours, this should approx- 
imate $18 per week. However, $16 is con- 
sidered good pay. There are speciglists in 
the trade who have made themselves expert 
in a certain line of work who command re- 
muneration equal to that of most professions, 
but they are exceptions. 


* 
Mathematics a Necessity. 

To become a good machinist a young man 
should have an inclination to such work. 
He should have a decided bent for mathe- 
matics and must be something of a student. 
Mechanical drawing and designing are 
branches of knowledge that he will have to 
study if ‘he wishes to reach the higher 


- branches of the craft and to thoroughly fa- 


miliarize himself with these things he will 
have to Know something of the higher 
branches of mathematics, geometry, and 
trigonometry. The more complete his know]l- 
edgé of the theories of his trade the better 
will be his chances for advancement to the 
class of master machinist. Yet it must not 
be lost sight of that the trade of the machinist 
is essenially a practical one and he is paid 
strictly in accordance with the work that h 
can do. °. 

It is estimated that there are 280,000 ma- 
chinists in the country. Seventeen thousand 
of them are in Chicago. There has never 
been any complaint that the trade is over- 
crowded or that too many apprentices are 
allowed to enter its ranks. The constant in- 
vention and construction of new kinds of 
machinery is always opening up new fields 
of employment to the machinist. His place 
ranges from the shop where he learned the 
trade to the engine room of a battleship or 
the roundhouse of a railroad. Wherever belts 
and pulleys whirl and fly there is always a 
call for him; in the shops where are made 
the giant shafts and crushers of mining ma- 
chinery or in the home of the delicate, care- 
fully wrought watch works, eed 

Chance to Advance. 

His opportunities for advancement are 
neither particulariy numerous nor brilliant, 
still he is practically always sure of em- 


‘ployment at fair wages. and if he thorough- 


ly masters his craft he will not lack for 
the chance to advance himself. This will be 
entirely dependent upon himself. The ma- 
chinist is judged entirely by his work. If 
he does noting but work away at his trade 
year after year with no effort toward ob- 
taining an education that will fit him for 
the higher branches of his trade then he 
will never reach to any other position than 
that of the worker for day wages. But if 
he will study while he is working, always 
study and keep abreast of the progress made 
in his line of work, he will in time have the 
opportunity to use his acquired knowledge 
in a higher position, and to his own advan- 
tage. By far the greater number of inven- 
tions made on machines have been made 
by practical machinists. When it comes to 
considering the question of selecting a trate 
it must not be forgotten that this Is one way 
to advancement that is always open to the 
wideawake machinist.

ARNEST young men who would have, 
and profit by, the advice of the old 
could hardly seek counsel in a better 
place than in a home for aged poor 
and, friendless men. Here are no the- 

orists dreaming fanciful dreams for the bet- 
terment of mankin@g. Here are no sleek 
philosophers, pompous with long lives of 
success and luxury. Here are no savants, 
vain of their achievements or eager to im- 
press themselves upon the public. 

In the Home of the Aged at 5148 Prairie 
avenue there’ are eighty white —haired, 
bowed, and tired old men, all of whom have 
counted three score years of life, and most 
of whom had made failures of their lives long 
before they found peace and shelter with.the 
Little Sisters, who cherish them like chil- 
dren and strive in a hundred ways to com- 
pensate them for the long, dreary, and sad 
years of their decline. For in spite of the 
comforts and homely recreations of their 
quiet refuge, the years that they spend there 
are sad, 

‘The mere realization that they are friend- 
less, the crowding of old memories of the far 
time, the recollection of mistakes made long 
ago afd paid in bitter penalties through 
half.a lifetime, the sense of opportunities 
lost and advantages wasted—these are the 
inevitable griefs which they must endure 
while life lasts and the mind is active. With 
the incessant sense of failure and its evi- 
dences all about them, day and night, they 
have Strung out before them the whole, 


long rosary of their lives, and perforce they — 


must’count over and over the decades they 
have passed, pondering the mysteries and 
grieving quietly over the sins and sorrows 
they have done and known.

_ Based on Life Memories. 

From the half sad, half sweet memories 
of childhood to the later, harder, crueler 
experiences of manhood, they are there re- 
counting them all. ‘he rebellious child, the 
impetuous youth, the passionate young man, 
the unkind husband, the thoughtless father— 
some of them must now recognize themselves 
in one or all of these characters marching 
past them in their daylight musings and flit- 
ting through their dreams atnight. Tosome 
of them sorrow came only in middle life or 
with the hastening footsteps of old age. 
With some there has been more to sweeten 
than to embitter life, but since they are all 
poor, homeless, or without friends, they have 
failed after all. 

Most of them are happy, though In a grave, 
poignant way, and most of them, too, realize 
in various measures the errors they have 
nade and the afflictions which have been of 
their own incurrence. They seldom com- 
plain, for they are well housed, well fed, and 
sieep'in clean, pleasant beds. The years in 
mercy have dulled the raw wounds and 
bruises in their old hearts, and it is only 
when they sit alone and brood over their 
long lives that the tears; come back to their 
dim eyes and they see in retrospection the 
faces of their own parents, sweethearts, 
wives, children, and cqmrades, with all the 
incidents that made life beautiful or evil for 
them all. How those who had sons and 
daughters would like to have thefn back to 
boyhood and girlhood once again!

Mother Rose, the superior of the home, 
says that the hardships and poverty of many 
«f her.aged charges, perhaps of most of them, 
were brought on by drink. Liquor is not al- 
lowed within the walls or gates of the in- 


stitution, but the temptation to fall back 
into their old habits on holidays is the great- 
ést source of trouble the old men give to the 
Little Sisters. : 

“The poor old fellows get out in the sun- 
shine alone, or with an old crony,”’ said one 
of the sisters, apologetically, ‘‘and they 
think they are young again. It seems too 
bad to punish them, but we must do so in 
order to maintain the discipline and order 
of the home. If they come home tipsy we 
fine them all of their holidays for six months, 
and if they stay out after 5 in the after- 
noon and come home really bad we keep 
them in for a whole year, Of course, they 
can go into the garden and get plenty of 
air about the grounds, but that is the only 
way we can punish tue dear old sinners.”’ 

Of nearly a dozen old men who were asked 
for advice to young men four of them made 
abstinence the chief requisite for good lives. 
Nine mentioned drink as a habit to beware 
of, and the three others said that they had 
been teetotalers all their lives. © 

Happy Life in Young Marriage. 

“I advise young men to marry young 
if they can get a good girl,” said old Andrew 
Hustedt. “‘I-am only sixteen years and 
seven months older than my oldest boy was 
and I was all right, doing well, and happy 
until my wife died.

HIS idea commands the attention of 
more people everywhere—and ever has 
in all ages, and will continue doing so 
forever—than has ever fallen to the 
lot of any other single problem. To 
make money, money making must be accept- 
ed as a business. How to make money, not 
necessarily how to get rich, is the living 
question! 
In will be assumed in this article that the 
desire is to make money while following any 
of thé trades or professions rather than while 


making “capitalism,” or the getting of ' 


money the sole object in life.. The remodeling 
and yewriting of courses of study in schools 
and colleges lend prophetic zeal to our prob- 
lem of living. Moreover, the world of busi- 
ness is transplanting practical education to 
the halls of high ordered public commercial 
aechools. And all this can be only significant 
“to the dispassionate observer. 

‘The first *‘ prescription ” is: Find the occu- 
pation suited to the individual’s talents, then 
make the best preparation possible, and sail 
in as into a fight to the finish. Keep in re- 
membrance that money getting success and 
occupation success may be diametrically at 
extremes. Never forget that money making 
and money saving are arts and sciences, and 
knack and luck, Start on the money gather- 
ing campaign as early in life as possible. 
One may slip on financial ice somewhere, and 
need a little extra time in which to get up 
on his financial legs again. 

‘Hereditary Preferences. 

Among some of the ancient peoples the 
children of tradesmen were required by law 
to follow the same calling as that pursued 
by their parents, and neither were permitted 
‘to change from one trade or calling to an- 
other.’ This custom is in line with the best 
preparation and equipment, as a child is 
likely to inherit talent from its parents. The 
practice of shifting listlessly from trade to 
trade or profession is extremely dissipating 
to vital energy. Yet, withal, how often are 
people found to be “ misfits’ In an occupa- 
tion who would have distinguished them- 
selvés in another occupation for which they 
are capitally fitted. 

Do not choose a professional career merely 
because it is genteel, allows ease, and affords 
station in society. Those in the professions 


for a calling usually make less money than — 


others in the trades—not a few of the pro- 
fessionals starve. Thousands in the learned 
professions become financial shipwrecks only 
to be washed up on the billows by the heavy 
seas of professional deluge. 

The world may be divided into two classes: 
Executive and judicial. The former can 
build up and mariage a business; the latter 
is able to do something connected with a 
business, his talents are suited to some cler- 
ical position. Few, indeed, are the individ- 


uals possessing the judicial and the executive 


faculty both in equal degree. The man or 
woman in possession of one of these talents 
alone is unlikely to be content, or to be a 
moneymaker while attempting to exercise 
in the capacity of the other talent, The 
preponderance of the judicial talent is a good 
thing for the human race, because all can- 
not be executives, or ** bosses "’; there would 
be none left to do the clerical work; or, in 
other words, to look after the details of the 
business world, 
“ 
Necessity of Saving. 

The next business “ prescription,”’ to be 
taken daily, weekly, or monthly, is this: 
After getting properly “placed”’ in the 
proper sphere as an executive or a judicial, 
save a little above expenses. If possible, in- 
vest accumulating money wisely, conserva- 
tively. Only small savings, with interest or 
other accumulations, aggregate by financial 
arithmetic an attractive sum after fifteen 
or fifty years. The American peopleare too 
extravagant; they are found in the in 
all things except saving; they are inclined 
tu buy things because they want them and 
not because they need them. Our pepulation

‘tory work for women and girls, such work’ 
being believed to offer great opportunities 
for philanthropic enterprise and the display 
of educational ability In ways not limited 
to the tasks of the schoolroom. The state 
charitable Institutions of Illinols are de- 
clared by the investigating committee of the 
Chicago branch of the Association of Colle- 
giate Alumnz to shelter about eleven thou- 
gand persons. “Their care,” says the 
pamphlet just mentioned, “ will afford many 
interesting occupations for women of edu- 
cation whenever the merit system of ap- 
pointment can be faithfully applied in their 
management.””

as assistant bacteriologists underwent the’ 
examination in vain; thirty-eight prospece 
tive city stenographers essayed the test, 
but only twenty-seven were successful; of 
the twelve women who believed themselves 
qualified for the position of matron of the 
parental school but five succeeded in satis< 
fying the examiners as to their fitness; the 
five women examined for the positions of as« 
sistant playground directors, with the solf- 
tary special assesement clerk, who also 
faced the questioning board, were all passe@ 
with honor.

or a nice fellow?’ -It is*probable 
that your associates have you sized 
up under one caption or the other, 
according to your method of doing business. 
(Do you “aim to please ’ or do you do busi- 
ness strictly on the merits of your proposi- 
tion? Do you depend on your “ agreeable 
manners ” with which to ingr@tiate yourself 
into everybody's good books or do you pin 
,your faith to the bare bones of the idea you 
represent? 

Whatever the practical value of a ‘charm 

,ing personality may be, the man who ks 
_0n such a possession, the man who considers 
it a large part of his business capital, is 
_sooner or later counted out. In crucial mo- 
ments such a man is an uncertain quantity. 
Like an open boat with a silken sail he is 
‘well enough under sunny skies, but he isn’t 
much use in a storm. 
You find this man in all lines of business. 
He prides himself on his ability to make per- 
- sonal friends of his business acquaintances. 
it he is a traveling salesman, you find when 
"you happen to go over his territory that he 
was invited out to clubs and family dinner 
parties the fitgt or second visit he made to 
atown. That he kissed everybody's babies 
‘and complimented everybody's wife. Every- 
body inquires for him, *“*‘ Where's So and So?’ 
but if you have an opportunity to learn 
something about that man’s correspendence 
with his firm you may find that more than 
half the time he reported, “L. Z. & Co. 
‘think favorably of our house and promise 
to do business.” That is what the man who 
depends on sociability for his business suc- 
gets plenty of: promises."" The man 
‘who “aims to please’’ is in special danger 
of failing in life, because he is apt to de- 
‘pend vpon whatever gifts he may possess in 
‘that direction. He easily gains a superficial 
“success, and so he too often neglects the 
'cold,. definite, absolutely sure method of 
-doing business strictly on the merits of 
this proposition. A quick and easy success 
makes him reluctant to take up the more 
¢etrenuous and intellectual method. 


Popularity vs. Service. 

There is no denying that the social method 
has its triumphs, but you can’t make sure 
progress that way. If you are banking on 
the charms of your personality to get busi- 
,mness for you, you never know “ where you 
are at.’

Taking all these things into considera: 
tion, it is not surprising that the street beg- 
gar’s life has been relieved of its rosy foun- 
dAtion. Nor is it to be wondered dt that 
the beggar himself has progressed. He has 
revolutionized hig methods, has kept pace 
with the times, until today a successful beg- 
gar is something of a genius. The world 
for him is a stage, and he must be an actor 
and an exceedingly good actor if he is able 
to make begging pay. What is more, he 
must be able to act without incurring the 


displeasure of the police, for beggars have : 


come to be regarded as such a public nui- 


sance that they are not tolerated as in days 


gone by. This explains why so few of them 
are seen along State street and in other con- 
spicuous places where they used to flock te 
reap the harvest always produced by a 
crowd. They have been driven to adopt 
quieter methods of work and must operate 
in more secluded places. 

The street beggar has been hunted down 
and buffeted about until today he lives by 
scheming. And practically all of his schemes 
are based on a thorough and complete 
knowledge of ,human nature. It is in this 
knowledge that the beggar really excels. 
His opportunities for begging have become 
so limited that he must reduce his chances 
of*refusal toa minimum. Therefore he con- 
siders his victims from a practical: stand- 
point, “sizes them up,”’ so to speak, and 
endeavors to make every appeal count. 

* 


Calling Differs with Types. 

The begging field is classified and various 
types of mendicants appear to have different 
callings. The men range from the high 
class artist to the inborn “ bum,” who repre- 
sents the scum of the “ profession.” Below 
the real artist, who lives by his wits and de- 
vises all sorts of high sounding schemes so 
he may exist without working, there comes 
the yegg man, the really dangerous type of 
beggar. Yeggs travel about the country on 
freight cars, frequently stopping to blow 
safes, commit other robberies, and murder 


if necessary. 


After them comes the ex-yegg man, who 
possibly has been injured on one of his rail- 
road trips and hurries back to the cities te 
make the most of his mjsfortune. This type 
of beggar is apt to make the city his perma- 
nent home and causes the police no end of 
trouble. He perches in front of stairways 
and on conspicuous corners and is known

erate in specific districts with which they 


In Chicago one type will se- 
lect the manufacturing districts, where they 
can prey upon men and women going to and 
from work. Another advantage gained by 


these ‘‘ factory workers” is that they soon 
jlearn the days on which different eoncerns 
pay off and profit accordingly. It is the }- 


working class, not the rich; who help the beg- 
gar, and he knows it. Another class of 
alms solicitor will work Michigan avenue 
where many of ghe large hotels are located 
and strangers are numerous. Some haunt 
railway stations, others stick to the shop- 
ping districts, while still others operate in 
residence streets.

Allof them 
make good money, and they make it because 
they are artists in their respective lines. 


“There is not a deserving beggar in 200 


encountered on the streets,’ said a police 
official. ‘** They are grafters, all of them. 
Decent people who "really need assistance 
don’t go on the street. They know where 
they can get assistance in a legitimate way. 
Some of them are misers with bank ac- 
counts. Others, perhaps nfne-tenths of the 
profession, are begging for money to buy 
whisky. This is particularly true of women 
who are denied free entrée to the ‘ bum’ 
saloon. They probably have hard lives, and 
have gone gradually down. In bad weather 
or when business is bad they will come and 
give themselves up and ask to be takep 
care of, so they have little or no fear of 
arrest. They look upon the bridewell_as a 
luxury.” 

It is estimated that there are about. 150,000 
beggars of one type or another working 
throughout the country. They go from place 
to place, usually dropping into a city when 
there is some attraction likely to bring to- 
eecther a large crowd. Holiday crowds are 
the mainstay of the beggar, for they usually 
are liberal with their money.

Free Discussion Invited. 

Free discussion follows each address. 
Often it happens that the most valuable in- 
formation of the evening comes out in this 
way. While every one is free to speak, he 
must really have something to say. It is 
evident that. the “ moderator of the meet- 
ing” has here plenty of scope for all his 
knowledge of men. and tactfulness. But 
the rules of the game, so to speak, are per- 
fectly well understood by most of those 
present. Scarcely ever, it is stated, has any 
disturbance occurred. And this itself is a 
feature of the “ people's school ’’ of no 
slight disciplinary value, especially when 
@ main point is to show how to think, quite 
a8 much as what to think. 

During the last winter socialism was dis- 
cussed evening after evening before audi- 
ences of from 3,000 to 8,500 in a hall seating 
only 1,600. Both sides of the question were 
set forth with no little demonstrativeness 
on the part of the people according to their 
special sympathi&; but entire courtesy and 
good fellowship ruled throughout the two 
and a half hours of the debate. The funda-. 
mental orthodoxy insisted upon is that of 
brotherhood. . 


Church Auxiliary. 

A People’s church, of course one of its own 
kind and for its own special purpose, was 
another natu outgrowth of this “ pro- 
gressive democracy’ movement. At the 
opening of the second year the experiment 
was made of arranging for Sunday evening 
addresses of a religious nature. The plan 
agreed upon was broad enough to admit all 
religious teachers, from the Roman Catholic 
priest to the representative of an ethical! so- 
ciety. The platform contained two affirma- 
tions: First, the brotherhood of man; sec- 
ond, loyal service to ‘*‘ the power not our- 
selves that makes for righteousness.”” This 
has been continued now for five years, dur- 
ing which time the/audience, i is said, has 
hardly ever been;-less than 1,200, frequently 
not less than 2,000. The speakers represent 
the highest ability in the metropolitar pul- 
pit, with eminent laymen and speakers from 
a distance. Lyman Abbott gave a series of 
lectures on “‘ Christ's Law of Life.’’ Other 
speakers have been Henry Van Dyke, 
Thomas C. Hall, Thomas R. Slicer, and M. 
J. Savage. 
deepest impression were those who, while 
giving a religious message not antagonistic 
to any creed, have frankly affirmed their re- 
ligious faith. 

One of the results of the five years’ work 
of the People’s church is believed to have 
been its effect upon the clergy of the city who 
could not face such audiences and thefi listen

EEP down in the hearts of a majority 

of the dwellers of the large cities, 

whose work keeps them within the 

four walls of an office the day long, 

there is firmly rooted the intention to 

some day leave the hurrying, confining city 

and engage in chicken farming. Could a 

Satisfactory canvass of the large offices of 

the city be made it would be found that prob- 

ably one-third of the men employed in 

them are fondly hoping some day they will 

pull down the roll top of their desks for the 

last time and hie themselves out to the se- 

clusion of some peaceful rural community 

and devote their time and energies to the 
gentle art of raising chickens. 

There is something attractive and aNuring 


to the tired man of the city in the picture 


of a simple rustic home surrounded by 
green grasa and the other things that are 
denied the congested city, and with a large, 
busy flock of chickens making money for 
the owner in the backyard. To him it holds 
forth a promise of rest and quiet, a respite 
from weary, unending grind of the office, 
an “‘easy living,”’ and@if there be any of the 
nature lover in him it offers an opportunity, 
for him to indulge himself to his entire sat- 
isfaction. 

Seems Simple to City Man. 

So the desire to “ go chicken farming "’ is, 
perhaps, only a natural sequence of cir- 
cumstances, the inherent desire of man to 
be near to nature. Because of the promises 
ef profit and the apparent simpleness of the 
proposition, the light work; and the fact 
that this class of farming can be carried on 
with only a small piece of land, it is small 
wonder that such a great number of city 
men are interested in the question of rearing 
chickens. But on the part of the majority 
of those who contemplate engaging in this 
manner of making a livelihood the idea is 
for the most part a vague one. 

They have read of the woman who made 
$500 in a year with twelve hens, and are 
anxioug to follow her example ona larger 
scale. The idea of a chicken farm seems 
£0 simple, so free from the hard work that 
usually accompanies the business of farm- 
ing, that it seems strange more people do 
rot follow it as a means of making money. 
All that is apparently necessary, from the 
standpoint of the unsophisticated, is to secure 
a piece of land in the suburbs, or in the 
‘country near the city, place a large number 
of eggs in an incubator, and wait for the 
chickens tocomeforth. Of the practical side 
cf the matter—the amount of money required 
to start a farm on a scale large enough to 
on out of ita paying enterprise, they know

$1,500 to $2,000 Needed. 

The question of capital is probably the one 
which is of most interest to those who con- 
How much land 
will be needed and how much will it. cost? 
The acreage necessary wilf be largely deter- 
mined by the scale upon which a person in- 
tends to begin. The cost will depend upon 
its location and its proximity to the city in 
particular. 

For one who wishes to raise chickens only 
as a way of making money and does not care 
to have any unnecessary space about his 
“farm ’’ a house with one or two adjacent 
lots will suffice. For him who wishes to 
call his place *“‘a farm’’ nothing less than 
three acres will satisfy. Then he can extend 
his poultry raising to almost any scale which 
he desires and will never be hampered for 
room. From $1,000 to $1,500 may be said to 
be a fair amount to invest in the land neces- 
sary to a small sized poultry farm. 


$n almost any of the extreme suburbs and 
for the same amount one can secure a farm 
of a few acres within easy reach of the city. 


HE invulnerable law of cause and ef- 

fect offers a logical though indefinite 

explanation of the success of scores 

of business enterprises which, though 

money making ventures today, looked 
like hopeless wrecks a few years ago. This 
statement applies particularly to the auto- 
mobile industry with its countless tribu- 
taries. There are perhaps more victims of 
circumstances in the automobile business 
today than in any other one line conspicuous 
by reason of its popularity with the general 
public. Whatever else may be said about 
the automobile, however much it may grate 
upon the sensibilities of the plodding pedes- 
trian or offend the dignity of the adamant 
park policeman, it must be given the credit

Smaller ones may be had as low as 
$5 for one holding fifty eggs, but for him who 
looks to the rearing of poultry aga manner of 
earning a living none smalier than the 200 
egg incubator is practical. | 

The price of eggs suitable for hatching in 
an incubator may surprise the man who 
buys his eggs at the corner store for 25 cents 
a dozen. For hatching eggs of a fair breed 
a price of from $1.25 to $2 is asked for thir- 
teen eggs, known technically as a “ setting.” 
In lots of 100 or more the price ranges from 
$7.50 to $9 per 100, 


The matter of selecting a particular breed 


- wherewith to begin operations will puzzle 


the beginner, but those most favored are the 
barred Plymouth rocks, light Brahmas, or 
leghorns. 


Life One of Watchful Care. 


Let it not be supposed that when the poul- 
try raiser has secured his incubator, stocked 
it with eggs, and lighted the lamp according 
to directions that he can sit down in peace 
and wait for his eggs to hatch. The ways of 
the incubator are strange and devious, and 
he who would see the eggs he places in it 
come out yellow, twitting chicks must watch 
the machine with the eye of a mother guard- 
ing her young. Even with unceasing care 
and understanding the outcome of a large 
rumber of.the eggs in it is largely a matter 
cf conjecture. Out of 200 egg» placed in an 
incubator 120 is considered a satisfactory 
number to hatch. Then with the appearance 
of the Young chickens the real labor of the 
chicken farmer begins. 

Chickens are susceptible to a greater vari- 
cty of ailments than are most domestic ani- 
mals. Gout, debility, elephantiasis, catarrh, 
cholera, and bronchitis are only a few of the 
cémplaint»s that are liable to cecimate their 
numbers. Out.of a “ spring setting "’ of 200 
eggs one prominent poultry man stated that 
he was satisfied if he could place ninety 
chickens on the market in the fall. The rais- 


ing of marketable spring chickens, known to 
the trade as “ broilers,” is generally recog- 
nized as the most profitable manner of con- 
ducting a poultry farm. So, when the begin- 
ner starts to figure in regard to his imme- 
diate profits he must consider the element of 
uncertainty that is always present in this 
business. The cost of raising the ninety 
chickens, which this man considers a good 
average to market from 200 eggs, was $10. 
7 price received varies with the season, 
but 50 cents each is perhaps an average 
price. This would result tn a net profit of 
$35 for each setting of 200 eggs. But this Is 
only accomplished by a great amount of 
work and unceasing watchfulness on the 
part of the chicken farmer.

One Man’s Successful Experience. 


The experience of a Chicagoan who ful- 
filled his hopes and became a poultry raiser 
near the city is undoubtedly typical of the 
experiences of the average city man who 
follows his wishes in this matter. This man 
had saved $2,000 when the desire to start a 
chicken farm came to him. With $1,500 of 
this amount he purchased his ‘‘ farm,”’ con- 
sisting of a little less than an acre of land 
with a house. He ,next invested $300 in 
fitting up his place and in purchasing incu- 
bators and eggs. He started in the springin 
order to have his first poultry ready for the 
fall market. 

For the first year his returns were $200 
and a world of experience and disappoint- 
ments. The second year of the enterprise 
he made a trifle over $800. During this time 
he and his wife worked together caring for 
the ‘“‘farm’ and he says that they were 
both busy cne greater part of the time. This 
year he has prospects of marketing double 
his output of last year, and is constantly 
adding to his flocks. : 

His advice to the prospective raiser of poul-: 
try is not to attempt it as a means of mak- 
ing a living unless one has at least enough 
money saved to live for one year after pay- 
ing for the farm and its equipment without 
relying on revenue from the chickens.

on the shop windows the names of dozens 
of men who were as conspicuously identified 
with the bicycle trade a few years ago. They 
were naturally buffeted into the automobile 
business.

In considering now opened up 
by the progressive strides of the automobile, 
which has become of such general use as 
no longer to belong to the classification of 
novelties, the rejuvenation of old industries 
seems to rank first in the matter of impor- 
tance. This is true because the craze came 
to the rescue of men who already had their 
money invested in a dying industry and 
who were unable to stem the tide of public 
fickleness for a pastime of which it had 
grown tired. It was only natural that the 
bicycle industry should become affillated 
with the production of automobiles and it 
was also natural that the men who had 
followed the fortunes of the wheel should 
become the first and most ardent exponents 
of the touring car. 

The prevalence of bicycle men in the auto- 
mobile business is manifest in every branca 
of the trade from the big manufacturer 
down to the small machinist whose conven- 
ient shop used to be the boon of unlucky 
wheelmen. Where in years gone by we 
saw the bicycle repair shop we now find 
the garage, which may be small for the 
accommodation of a few machines or large 
and pretentious, embodying all sorts of con- 
veniences for the automobilist. The garage 
is one of the really important industries 
made possible, in fact a necessity, by the

automobile. There are scores of these 
stabling places scattered about Chicago. 
They have sprung up on all sides of the city 
within the last two years. The man who 
owns an automobile pays so much a month 
to have his machine stabled and taken care 
of. The garage is so essentially indispensa- 
ble that it is sure to develop into one of the 
most inclusive industries developed by the 
automobile. 


* * 

Perhaps no class of manufacturers profited 
more handsomely by the advent of the auto- 
mobile than the big rubber concerns where 
tires are made. The passing of the bicycle 
was in reality a good thing for them, because 
it opened a field far more extensive and em- 
bracing much greater possibilities. The 
automobile tire is one of: the really impor- 
tant features of the machine. It must be 
strong and of high grade material. For 
this reason there is every chance for the 
-manufacturer to produce expert workman- 
‘ship, a condition not always possible in the 
small, light tire used on the bicycle. 

Just as the automobile revived the business 
of the bicycle dealer, so did it affect the tire 
maker. The large concerns which practij- 
cally controlled the tire output during the 
palmy days of the wheel found themselves 
with little outlet for their product after the 
decline of the bicycle. Then came the 
breath of the automobile craze, and with 
common instinct they shifted the character 
of their output until today the firms which 
supplied most of the bicycle tires occupy the 
same position in relation to the automobile. 

After the automobile as a piece of ma- 
chinery in composite form is discussed, the 
business becomes largely a matter of inci- 
dentals, with an innumerable number of 
angles. The fad has opened up an entirely 
new avenue tothe small machinist, who finds 
a shop along some much frequented highway 
a paying proposition, Then it has developed 
the chauffeur, the much abused individual 
who operates the steering gear and is sup- 
posed to regard all speed laws and regula- 
tions with absolute disdain. The chauffeur 
is in reality a luxury, but he goes well with 
the automobile. | 

It has been pointed out by real estate men 
that among the industries developed by the 
automobile the opening of land tracts at 
points distant from the city must not be 
overlooked. ' They say that the practical 
elimination of distance makes outlying prop- 
erty more likable to men who own machines 
and that they have felt the effect of the 
automobile in numerous ways. 

So it is with the manufacturer of lamps of 
all sorts, from the big lens equipped gas 
luminant to the small olilight. Every aute- 
mobile must carry lights after dark. Some 
of them carry five or six, and this has @ 
tendency to make the lighting branch of the 
automobile industry an exceedingly impor- 
tant one. Several manufacturing firms 
have sprung up, the sole output of which is 
automobile lamps. 

On down the list of incidentals identified 
with the automobile industry any number 
of articles will be found, each of which repre- 
sents what is practically a new industry or 
the development of an old one. Manufac-

kept pace with evolution and have found 
garments for automobilists a profitable ad- 
dition to their stocks. _ 


r | the i ty M an W h Charity as Business. 


‘By Ernest P. Bicknell. | 
General Superintendent Chicago Bureau of Charities. : 


¥F there is one business more than another 

which bars the failures and “superan- 

nuates"’ from other flelds from its list 

of employés, it is the business of charity. 

As it is conducted today its problems de- 

mand the best in brain, judgment, and scho!- 

arship. It also, like other kinds of business, 

demands workers who are trained in it from 
the bottom step. 

In a society that starts out to study the 
family and reinstate it, instead of stopping 
at merely giving it coals and shoes, there is 
a whole range of questions from sanitation, 
civic law, and employment, down to buying 
things and making children's clothes. The 
society has to move the family if necessary 
from unhealthful quarters, place its incum- 
brances, such as sick, feeble minded, or in- 
sane members, in hospitals or asylums, and 
find out who is capable of earning money 
and get him to do it. 

The resources of the poor are often great- 
er than is at first apparent, but they suffer 
from inability to make use of what they have. 
We try to find out former employers and 
revive their interest, or relatives who are 
able to help, and to arouse in them a sense 
ef family responsibility. Often there is a 
brother or some other relative who is well 
off, but alienated by an ancient quarrel 
which seems an impassable gulf. It is 
the business of the charity society to 
patch this up and unravel any of the 
many apparently hopeless snarls into which 
the affairs of a family can fall through sick- 
ness or despondency or improvidence. The 
descent of a family from a condition of ‘in- 
dependence is gradual and due to many 
causes, and there is no more intricate prob- 
lem than that of getting it back again into 
normal self-support. The facts must usually 
be pleced out from disconnected stories, 
fragmentary, and with chief emphasis on the 
present distress rather than the underlying 
causes. For this work skill, patience, and 
clear thinking are essential. College men or 
women are, as a rule, most successful, be- 
cause they have been trained in thinking 
from cause to effect. They can see clearly. 
They have studied sociology. And what is 
most necessary, they want to do the work 
and do not do it simply to earn a living. 
They could teach, or do many other things 
at better wages. The pay is meager and they 
would not be content with it did they not 
prefer it to any other occupation. 


* 
Problem in Economics, 
And right here comés {na stiff problem in 


* cnarity economics. It is hard to convince peo- 


ple that money should be spent to pay trained 
agents for service rather than for direct aid. 
The public comes slowly to realize what is in 
the long run the advantageous use of funds, 
It has. to be pointed out that it is better 
“ business"’ to pay somebody who knows 
how to get at the case for its ultimate good 
and restoration than to keep on indefinitely 


_ giving the same family direct supplies judt 


as they are needed until its self-respect is 
gone and it accepts pauperism with content. 
After all, results are what are wanted. If 
employing trained agents preserves inde- 
pendence and self-respect among the needy 
more surely than does the simple giving out 
of supplies there is.no doubt as to the wisest 
method. 

Parallel to the actual work for the poor 
most charitable societiés are compelled to 
carry on an incessant campaign for raising 
money. This consumes much energy, but is 
mecessary. People must know the objects 
an@ methods of a society before they give 
money, and this means constant educational 
effort. For example, the Chicago bureau of 
‘charities presents its work through printed 
matter and through public meetings. In the 
six months between Nov. 1, 1908, and May 1, 
1904, the bureau workers explained in over 
100 meetings. The speakers, besides the reg- 
ular bureau representatives, tnclude such 
friends of the cause as Prof. Charles R. Hen- 
derson, Miss Jane Addams, Prof. Graham 
Taylor, Prof. Albion W. Small; Mr. Franklin 
MacVeagh, Dr. Emi!l G. Hirsch, Miss Julia 
C. Lathrop, Judge R. 8S. Tuthill, Prof. O. T. 
Bright, and many others of equal prominence. 
The addresses have been before churches, 
church societies, Women's clubs, ‘men’s 
clubs, ministerial associations, and smal! so- 
cial gatherings. A man will Invite friends 
and make a social event of the talk. Pastors 
are asked to give a night in churches, and 
the buréau sends a trained speaker. The or- 
ganization of all this is the most comprehen- 
sive kind of business. A small weéeKly paper 
is also printed and sent to every annual con+ 
tributor of $5. : 


The Financial Question. 

To handle the financial end of it three péo- 
ple out of the forty employed by the bureau 
are kept busy at clerical work. Letters are 
sent out at interyals which set out the plang 
and needs of the organization. These letters 
reach about 15,000 persons, whose names are 
selected with the greatest.care, These names 
are catalogued by cards, which show the 
dates and amounts of contributions and 
other facts. Receipts are sent to all givers

and a stub is retained showing all the detail 
of the gift. From this récord a new letter is 
sent to each giver the next year just before 
the date of his former payment in which he 
is asked to repeat his kindness. Once a year 
the books are audited by outside auditors of 
repute who have no interest in the society. 
Contributors continually ask the bureag 
about the standing of other charities. This 
makes a reporting department also neces 
sary. Some business houses send in their 
list of charities every year to be revised. 
Others ask concerning every charity Which 
asks them fora contribution. Almost a thou. 
sand such reports were asked of the bureaw 
last year. Business men are particularly. 
interested usually in the per cent of commis- 


*sion paid by charities to solicitors. This is 


in some instances a tender subject with @ 
society. It may be said here incidentally 
that in general standards of management 
among charities are improving from year te 
year, 

Of course, all this is but a hint of the busi= 
ness system necessary in the administrative 
part of a charity that emphasizes the com=! 
prehensive rather than the direct and immee! 
diate needs. There is a danger of overela be; 
orating the machinery, and a happy mediums 
has to be sought between too much and tog 
little machinery. To keep track of the tho 
sands of families which the bureau hae ft 
some manner dealt with in the last ten yea 
part of whom need to be held constantly up 
to the mark in such a way that every deta 
of their case may be instantly laid hands 
is, however, positively necessary. 


Families Are Studied. 

An example or two may help to illustra 
the methods of the bureau, although it w 
be understood that no two families can be 
given the same care. Every family must be’ 
studied and a plan of treatment fitted to ita! 
own needs must be worked out. 


Several years ago a man deserted his wife! 


and children and ran off with another wom-' 
an to Philadelphia. The bureau paid her ex-? 
penses there to prosecute him. * She secured. 
$7 per week alimony. It was arranged that’ 
this was to be paid direct from the firm for, 
which he worked, through the bureau, and 
this has been done ever since.

He says, “ It is easy to select examples from 
‘the series of Egyptian and Sudanese brains 
in my possession in which the pattern formed 
by the occipital sulci on the lateral surface 
of the hemisphere in the anthropoid apes is 
so exactly reproduced that the identity of 
every sulcus is placed beyond reasonable 
doubt.- And if we take original examples 
of gorillas’ brains it becomes still easier to 
match the occipital pattern of each of them 
to numerous human brains. It is easy to 
appreciate the difficulties which have beset 
investigators of European types of brain, 
and to understand the reasons for the com- 
mon belief in the absence of the suppoged 
distinctly simian sulci in the lateral aspect 
of the occipital region of the human brain.”

@istinction between man and his next of 
kin, confirming the dictum of Prof. Lester 
F. Weed of Washington, D. C., that com- 
parative experiments between man and 
beast had not been made in the primeval!

Thetr face value 
is about $1,500, and, looked upon as little 
works of art, they are well worth my quarter 


for decorative purposes. Here are a few of 
‘them: A $100 share of the Crédit de France, 


a bank formed on July 6, 1881, with a capital 
of $15,000,000. The share is only $50 paid, 
but it paid a coupon in its day. and was for 
several months after the bank's foundation 
worth anything from $125 to $150. Here is 
an $80.share of the Compagnie Fermiére des 
Halles, Marchés, et Abattoirs de la Ville de 
Naples, which actually paid an interest of 
6 per cent for fifteen years before it dropped 
into the wet feet market. 

The Company of Algerian Cotton and Agri- 
cultural Products has also paid its dividends, 
but you can get a hundred of its shares for 
a dime now. 

But I might go on detailing my list of 
Humbertilke securities for half an hour. 
The one fact, and the main one in connection 
with them, is that they are, if not entirely 
worthless, nearly so, and that they have the 
melancholy interest attaching to the ruin 
of many investors, large and small.

Rapid fire coaling experiments have been 
made at Portsmouth by a new method which 
enables the ship to coal either while towing 
or being towed. On the stern of one and 
the bows of the other a pair of shears is 
erected, and between them an endless wire 
is stretched, and on the lower part of this 
wire bags of coal are caught up from the 
collier by means of clutches and carried to 
the warship, where an iron bar strikes each 
clutch as it comes along and releases the 
coal. Empty bags travel back on the wire. 
By this means it is hoped to take in about 
ninety tons an hour, instead of sixty tons, as 
at present. 


Dr. Richard Caton at the Royal College 
of Physicians described some results of a 
recent inquiry into the earliest 


records of medicine in Egypt, Light 
particularly as regards the 

circulation of the blood. The OM Old 
priests who embalmed the Egypt. 


bodies of men and sacred ani- 

mals removed the heart and viscera, and 
thus had an opportunity of learning some- 
thing of anatomy and of the changes pro- 
duced by disease. These priest-physicians 
were probably the first to acquire a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the movement of the 
blood. It is clear that medical science was 
cultivated and had advanced considerably 
long before it arose in Gretce. In Egypt 
the evidence of this fact was decisive, and 
in the writings of the pseudo Apuleius 
Hermes told the youthful Asclepius of his 
predecessor, the Egyptian god, Temhotep. 
‘When, in later times, Greek colonists came 
to Egypt they recognized Temhotep as a 
sort of preéxisting Asclepius. The views 
of the circulation of the blood entertained 
by the Greeks were almost exactly those of 
their predecessors, the Egyptians, and in 
view of the frequent intercourse between 
the two countries at that time it was highly 
probable’ that the Greek physicians obtained 
their knowledge, such as it was, of the circu? 
lation from the Egyptians. The Egyptian 
priests seemed to have been the first to en- 
gage in the momentous Inquiry, finally solved 
by Harvey, and in which the progress of 
medicine depended. — 


A new mineral comes from Ceylon with 
the principal constituent oxide of thorium, 
which is present to the extent of over 75 
per cent,.an amount far higher than that 
in any other mineral. Since it is radioactive 
it may prove an important source of radium 
or radioactive earth. The name thoriamite 
has béen suggested. Explorations are now 
being made in Ceylon as to the extent-of 
its occurrence. Minerals rich in chorium, 
now so largely employed for the manufac- 
ture of incandescent gas mantles, may be 
of considerable commercial value.

In ren- 
dering this interpretation M. Bloudlot voices 
‘his experiments in an ingenious manner in or- 
der to verify their exactness. In placing the 
silver ‘in a vertical position he obtains a 
parabolic jet; with the aid of the phospho- 
rescent screen he places the jet on a horizon- 
tal plane; he opposes two parallel jets and 
finds that they break each other like jets 
of liquor and fall back vertically in a point. 
This emanation can be reflected by glass as 
well as put into a tube and recovered at the 
other end like a liquid.

Handling fF 
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HE word credit in the retail business 
is a sign to a dangerous road that has 
led many a merchant to disaster, buta 
road which must be traveled, for the 
volume of business exceeds the volume 

of currency, and the country is compelled to 
rely on credit to an extent as the world 
moves on what is called a credit system both 
by the buyer and the seller, and every suc- 
cessful business house must have a compe-. 
tent credit man, though it be great or small. 
The small ones do not have sufficient amount 
of capital to stand many losses. If the pro% 
prietor is not capabie of exercising proper 
discretion by refusing those whom he knows 
to be bad and securing the trade of those 
who are good, he had better employ a com- 
petent man or sell strictly for cash. 


Few Retail Credit Men, 

There are a few retail men who are suc- 
cessful credit men, for it requires long and 
constant study of human nature in order to 
secure and handle atcounts successfully, and 
no set rule can be applied to all men, but 
each one must be handled according to their 
custom and station in life. Now, what is 
credit if not the copfidence we have in those 
whom we trust? Business is founded and 
developed through confidence. 68% 

The lower order of business methods where 
a merchant would do allin his power to avold 
meeting his competitor and would not think 
of exchanging credit information, thereby 
revealing the names of his customers, has 
been outgrown. Now they go so far as to 
furnish commercial agencies a complete list 
of thelr customers, giving the average 
amount they buy and how they pay. In 


former times the merchants considered their. 


competitors enemies and naturally had no 
confidence in one another, but enlightenment 
has opened the eyes of many of them to the 
necessity of mutual help and protectiom to 
be gained only through organization. 

The wholesale merchant has understood 
for years the imposibility of conducting his 
business upon his unassisted judgment alone, 
He has, therefore, found it wise to take 
into his confidence men of good business 
acumen, under large salaries, allowing them 
additional large amounts to expend for va- 
rious mediums, which might assist their 
judgment in correctly determining their 
credits. That these mediums are not always 
correct in their reports and conclusions as 
to the trade is well known; but that they 
have materially assisted the credit man and 
have been instrumental tn enlarging his field 
of operation and reducing their annual losses 
cannot be denied. 

The reverse, however, has been the lot 
of the retailer. At the beginning of the 
year the retailer insures his,stock from 
fire, his city and state licenses and other 
preliminary expenses must be paid. But 
when his doors are opened for business he 
is accorded ‘comparatively no protection, by 


law or otherwise, against the consumer. In 


fact, as far as the law is concerned, it seems 
to hold a special grudge against him, and

ing worse each year. Therefore, the busi-. 
ness lot of the retailer has been a deplorabie 
one, indeed.

| Good Salaries Paid. 

Has it ever occurred to you what salaries 
good credit men command? I will give you 
some idea by naming the amounts paid to 
some. One man I know gets $10,000 a year 
for passing on wholesale credit. In the retail 
lines there are recognized credit, men" whose 
annual income from $2,500 to $5,000 a year. 
Just think of one retail firm paying $5,000 a 


year for a credit man; that shows how that 


firm regards the responsibility of their credit 
department. The largert- per cent of their 
sales are based upon credit, and they have 
made a glowing success. Most retail men 
think you ought to get 1 competent man for 
$15 a week. A credit man that cannot com- 
mand over $15 a week is not much of a credit 
man. There is an art and skill in a good 
credit man that is not given to many. It ts 
true that few retail firms can afford to em- 
ploy a competent credit man. 

Recently there was inaugurated a system 


‘which would give the retail merchant a credit 


man at a.small cost, and it has worked so 
successfully for those who have followed it 
closely that losses have been reduced to a 
small per cent, and are not worth the effort 
to collect. The accuracy of the system does 
away with the necessity of a collecting agen- 
cy, and assistance to collect is only given in. 
such few cases as where a customer was 
recommended and the merchant is unable to 
collect from some unknown cause. 
* 


The Jobber’s Advantage. 

In most places there a strange differ- 
ence between the wholesale merchant and 
the retail merchant in their attitude toward 
their commercial agencies. For Dun’s or 
Pradstreet’s agents to lay a book on a whole- 
sale credit man's desk and say, “ Here is a 
large list of people whose credit is not good” 
would place him in a position to be laughed 
at. The wholesaler has come to appreciate 
the value of knowing about good custemers. 
The average retail man says that a refer- 
ence book is a pretty good thing, for it has 
a lot of bad ones in it and the good ones 
do no harm. The more good people there 
ere in a rating book the more valuable it 
will be to a merchant, providing he uses it 
right, and the way to realize the benefit is 
to solicit the trade of good ones. Just keep-

Hull began the municipalization of its transit system at an unusually 
favorable time. The charters of the old companies were about to expire, 
so there were few rights and privileges to be acquired. The total outlay 
of money for this purpose was about $170,000. At the same date the city 
was entering upon an extended system of street improvements. The streets 
were to be repaved and widened, and new avenues cut through the old 
part. It was thus possible to lay new tracks at the same time that new 
pavements were put down. 

One of the chief peculiarities of the Hull tram system is the double 
decked car. AH the cars; of°which there are. f16°in number, are of this 
‘pattern. In adopting the double decker, however, Hull has only followed 
the style in use in every city in Great Britain and Ireland. Recent 
statistics show that of the 6,660 electric cars in use in the united kingdom, 
vO per cent are double deckers and only 10 per cent single cdeckers. In this 
way the seating capacity of the cars is more than doubled, the upper deck 
accommodating more passengers than the lower deck. The Hull cars are 
of two different dimensions, the smaller seating twenty-two passengers be- 
low and thirty-five on top. This, of course, compels a heavier style of car

_ and longer platforms, both at the front and rear, so as to prevent congestion 


in loading and unloading. These cars cost bere about $3,000 each without 
the cover over the roof, which is now being added to most of them. 

It is often asked why the double decker has never been adopted in the 
United States. ‘Two or three reasons have been given for this neglect. One 
is the supposed confusion and delay cansed on the platforms by passengers 
boarding or alighting from the car, part of whom enter or emerge from 
the interior and part from the upper deck. This objection has been greatly 
exaggerated. No such confusion, congestion, or delay is noticeable on the 
cars in Hull even during the most busy hours of the day. 

The second objection to the double decker is that ft is not adapted to 
the extremes of climate in the United States. In the heat of summer, it is 
argued, the passengers would be exposed to the ena rays of the sun,

In regard to some corporations the state requires actual (not merely 
apparent or artificial) financial resources’ as the basis of confidence; in 
some states banks, insurance companies, building associations, and perhaps 
others, must deposit actual cash or collateral with a publi custodian for 


the security of the creditors. This is‘ step in the right direction, though | 


as yet not entirely efficient. 
There seems little reason for Sineeinlestions between the dollars 


deposited in bank and the equally hard earned gollars that the poor 
widow sends to a cofporation as purchase price of a sewing machine; 


yet the former is protected, at least to a degree, while the latter is not. 

Every charter, no matter in what line of industry, commerce, or 
finance, should be founded upon the solid rock of carh or property held by 
the state as security for the obligations of the corporations.

One of the chief merits of the double deck car is that it offers a smok- 
ing compartment for men with every car. Few women climb the stairs, 
although they are easy of ascent:‘and descent, and accidents from a falling 
are so rare as to make them a negligible quantity. The “ deck” is especial- 
ly popular with the men, who can smoke as they wil] even if women are 
present; the free circulation of air removing all offensive odors. Another 
merit of the double decker is its uses as an observatign car, the pleasure 
of riding so far above the street with an extended outlook being great. 

Next to the style of cars, the chief distinguishing feature of the Hull 
tramway system is the cheapness of the fares. ‘These are 1 penny (2 
cents) on all lines and for all distances. The financial results of this low 
fare system are equally interesting. During the latest twelve months re- 
ported on there were ten miles of double track, or twenty miles of single 
track, in operation. The gross income was about $445,000; the cost of 
operation was about $233,000. This left a gross profit of $212,000, and, de- 
ducting interest on the investment and the sinking fund,.ler a net profit 
of $122,000, or an average of over $12,000 a mile of double track, which 
went into the city treasury.

These are the results of the -.municipalization of 
city transit in Hull. They give American cities a 
striking proof of the mistake they have made in sur- 
rendering their streets to private companies that 
operate the lines for their private benefit, and often 
to the detriment of the public.

ALARM BY AN ELEVATED TRAIN.

burst open the door. They were confronted 
by a sheet of flame and so much smoke thit 
they saw it would be impossible to go 
threugh the bullding by the stairs. They 
therefore went to the fire escapes. The two 
men rattled their clubs on the windows as 
they climbed, and awakened nearly all of the 
tenants, many whom went tothe roof ani 
escaped in that manner. Some were aided 


by firemen in getting down the fire escapes. 


On the third floor live Mrs. Mary Lee, 46 
years old, with her daughter, Marion, 23, 
and Mrs. Mary Mickles, 42. They were 
helped down the fire escape by the policemen. 

Mrs. Louls Kastenblum, the wife of a 
tailor on the second floor, escaped from the 
burning building by Jumping to a one story 
extension in; the rear and then jumping to 
the ground. She was not injured.

Detective Sergeant Sfholes said he had 
been making inquiries about the prisoner, 
and found that a few days ago he ‘went to 
a firm in the city and ordered four leather 
bags, giving directions for his initials to be 
put upon them all in diamonds. 

On being told that the cost would be $20,000 
he said that sum was nothing to him, as he 
had just inherited a fortune of fifteen mil- 
lions sterling. 

Hesshoep! had been in the German army, 
where he had served with distinction, and 
had borrowed money on his pension papers. 

A banker from Frankfort said the pris- 
oner had written some extraordinary letters 
to him, and had represented that he had 
just been left a fortune of two billion dollars. 

The case was put back, and later in the 
day Dr. Wilfred Sing said he was of the 
opinion that Hesshoepl was suffering from 
general paralysis of the brain, and he was 
certainly not responsible for his actions.

LA VOISIN. FAMOUS 
FRENCH POISONER. 


La Reynie’s Police Annals Tell of 


the Strange Outrages of a | 
Monstrous: Career. 


nations and chemical analysis in the 
seventeenth century offered profession- 
al and amateur poisoners opportunities 
which developed into a destructive s0o- 
cial plague. Thousands of men and women 
in all walks of life fell victims to a toxic epi- 
demic which may be said to have come to an 
end not so much through penal retribution as 
through a change of fashion. People, prac- 
tically, became tired of this form of killing 
and left mortality to the ordinary practice of 
- medicine. 

Medical science in those days was restrict- 
ed to its test of the toxic effect of a drug, 
literally, to “ trying it on the dog. ” If the 
anima) survived, the drug was considered in- 
nocuous; if it died, the drug was pronounced 
poisonous and the person suspected of ad- 
ministering it was usually put to the torture 
and confession obtained or denied according 
to the sensitiveness or stoicism of the ac- 
cused. The toxics usually employed were 
corrosive sublimate and arsenic. The legends 
current then and since of persons dying from 
the use of poisoned gloves, or flowers, or 
handkerchiefs, have no foundation in fact. 
Ali deaths from poison were due to a drug 
taken into the stomach, and were usually of a 
most violent or painful character. ™ 


Epidemic of Murder. 


This epidemic of poisoning prevailed dur- 
ing the administration of La Reynie; there- 
fore, we have in the archives of the police 
of the time the most minute and voluminous 
reports of the rise and progress of the mania, 
and of those most conspicuously connected. 
with it. Discarding the Marquise de Brin- 
villiers, who may be classed only as a dis- 
tinguished amateur, the most accomplished 
and notorious professional practitioner was 
La Voisin. She was not only a poisoner. 
but @ “sorceress,” fortune teller, and a 
dealer in “ love philters " and “ talismans.” 
‘La Reynie in a multitude of folios of eworn

testimony and reports of agents of police {| 


‘' peveals every step of this woman’s career,

until the final one where he personally re- 
cords his supervision of her execution, one 
of extraordinary horror. 


Crimes of the Nobility. 


Whether he believed or not many of the 
fncredible reports of this woman’s “ super- 
natural’”’ power, he accepted them to the 
extent that they placed in*his hands informa- 
tion concerning the turpitudes and crimes 
of royal personages, the nobility, prelates, 
priests, and the bourgeosie, so monstrous 
that even his stoical indifference to the per- 
fidiousness of man and woman was ruffled. 
There was hardly a person of distinction at 
court, except the king, who at some time or 
other had not hed relations with La Voisin 
in some one of her professional capacities. 
It was this knowledge which caused La 
Reynie to urge Louis XIV. to create a special 
court called “La Chambre Ardente”’ to 
probe these matters and put on trial the 
more infamous of the distinguished crim- 
inals. This triburial was in session for a 
jong time. It was brought to an abrupt con- 
elusion when La Reynie presented evidence 
against Mme. de Montespan of a character 
so inexpressibly shocking that Louis XIV. 
was obliged to dissolve the court permanent- 
ly to prevent its presentation. 

Poison and Superstition. 

In the voluminous reports relating to La 
Voisin, made by the police, almost every 
great name in France of that period is be- 
emirched or made ridiculous or infamous, 
‘The duke of Orleans (brother of Louis XIV.) 
was one of La Voisin’s most profitable 
clients. It was supposed that the drug with 
which his first wife, Henrietta of England, 
was poisoned was procured from this woman. 
There is record of the sums he paid her at 
various periods: Five hundred half louis 
d'or, 4,000 pistoles, a large diamond worth 


twice this amount, and two strings of pearls 


valued at 12,000 francs. The last were given 
to secure aninterview with the “ devil’’ The 
duke was desirous of obtaining a ring which 
would insure him absolute control of the 


king. Through use of a mirror, dexterous 


sieight of hand in transmission of the ring, 
end a conversation with the devil, carried on 
by a priest gifted with ventriloquial power, 
the satisfaction of the duke was made com- 


plete. 
Date with the Devil. 


The duke of Luxembourg, inspired by the 
success of the duke of Orleans, arranged also 
with La Voisin, upon payment of a large 
sum of money, for an introduction to the 
devil. The apparition was so realistic, and 
the duke so overcome with fear, that refiex 
action of a humiliating character affected 
him to the extent of disturbing the gravity 
of the proceedings. The details were in some 
Way made public. These excited such hilar- 
ity at court, and made the duke so ridftulous, 
as to put La Reynie on the alert and cause 
him to exercise closer surveillance over the 
“sorceress.”” He could do no more at that 
time on account of the powerful coterie which 
protected her. 

The young count de S——, disguised as a 
Woman, called upon La Voisin to procure 
poison to kill, as he pretended, three horses 
which he had won on a wager from his 
brother-in-law, and who refused to deliver 
them up. La Voisin understood the allegory; 
she divined that the drug was wanted for the 
killing of the marquis de S—., his father; 
the baron de S——, his elder brother, and the 
marquise de M——., his sister, in order that 
the count might become sole inheritor of his 
father’s estate, The poison was ee 
with fatal effect. 


King Shields Crimes. 


It was a nightly procession of the highest 
nobility of France to the residence of La 
Voisin, discreetly hidden in extensive 


. §rounds. Under cover of darkness her clients 


fame in sedan chairs, closely curtained, to 
seek means to kill or to satisfy some super- 
stitious or amorous impulse. Her feminine 
Clientéle was the more numerous. The queen 
bought love philters to administer to the 
King that he might be inspired with greater 
affection for her. The Countess de Soissons 
alarmed at the waning passion of his majesty, 
sought a talisman that would revivify it, and 
restore her to favor. 
gave, for the construction of a “ love doll,” 
Some of the king's hair, nail clippings, two 
shirts, several stockings, and a collar. In- 
cidentally, she purchased poison with which 
to kill her husband. In this she was success- 
ful. She wished to get rid of him that she 
might marry her lover, the Duke de Ven- 


déme, This scandal was brought officially 


to the attention ofthe king. He could hardly 
De induced to sign an order of arrestagainst 
the woman he had loved. He notified her 
of the impending peril and withheld his 
Signature so as to give her time 40 escape 
by filgbt. The mother of her husband came 
to protest to the king against the favor 
shown the murderess of her son. He was 
tontent to say: ‘* Madam, it is my wish that 
the Countess de Soissons shall escape; per- 
haps I shall be answerable for it to God and 
my people.”" La Reynie was often impressed 
by the frequency of coincidences. His agents 
would report the visits of such and such 
women of title to La Voisin. These were al- 
most invariably followed, in a day or two, 
by the sudden death of a father, mother, 
husband, or lover. Many of these female 
degenerates were recruited from among the

New York, July 16.—[Special.]—That James 
R. Keene’s imported colt Sysonby is the best 
2 year old yet shown this season was the 
prevailing opinion among the expert judges 
of race horses when the youngster won the 
$15,000 Brighton Junior stakes at six fur- 
longs at the beach today. 

More than 30,000 enthusiasts went wild 
over the victory, which was scored in the 
most impressive manner. Sysonby, with 
Martin up, carried 112 pounds, receiving a 
ten pound allowance, while his stable mate, 
Veto, took up three pounds’ penalty, making 
him topweight with 125 pounds, Hildebrand 
having the mount. The pair ruled choice, 
going to the post with a big backing at 4 to 
5. John A. Drake's $25,000 Britisher, who 
met Sysonby at equal weights, was backed 
down to threes, while Sydney Paget's Jon- 
quil, a highly tried Watercress colt. went 
back in the speculation to 9 to 2, having an 
allowance of fifteen pounds. 


Start Is Only Fair. 


The start was only fair. Sysonby was not 
ready when the gate went up and the others 
were in motion before he got into his stride. 
But once under way the Melton colt made 
such a tremendous rush up the backstretch 
that he caught the two leaders, Waterside 
and Jonquil, before they had reached the 
turn. Then Martin let him enjoy a brief 
breathing spell before cutting Aim loose for 
the run home. When Sysonby was let down 


he left the others with ease and galloped. 


home victorious by five lengths in 1:13, equal- 
ing the best time for the race, being only a 
second behind the track record, which he 
could have smashed easily had he been ex- 
tended instead of being pulled up in the final 
sixteenth. 
Waterside stopped to nothing at the head 
of the stretch, but Jonquil lasted long enough 
to take the place money by a length from 
Britisher, who was gaining on him with 
easy stride in the last fifty yards. Veto, 
under the whip, was fourth, two lengths 


way. 
Hildebrand Earns Applause. 


Hildebrand received great applause when 
he brought Dainty home a winner in the Islip 
handicap, one mile and a furlong. Grand 
Opera was the pacemaker for nearly a mile, 
with Toboggan, the favorite, in second place 
and Dainty close up. As the field swung 
into the gptretch Hildebrand brought Dainty 
up, and an exeiting finish won by three- 
quarters of a length. Grand Opera was sec- 
ond and Toboggan third. Thistle Heather in 
this race was played for a good thing, being 
backed from 40 to 15 to 1, but she finished 
next to last. The time—1:51%—is within 
three-fifthg of a second of the world’s record 
made by nnibert two years ago in this 
same stake.

He 
has; pitched .wo tle games and has gone 
into’ the box: several times to finish out a 
game when his predecessor began to weaken, 
getting no credit for stepping into the 
breach according to the method of crediting 
victories now in vogue. More than once 
McGinnity has finished games for Wiltse, 
whose clean record of seven games for the 
Giants puts him on top. 

Smith of the White Sox may be able to 
better Chesbro’s record, but he has not had 
the chance to show it, and, being a beginner, 
the burden of proof rests with him. Chesbro 
being given the benefit of tne doubt. Fia- 
herty, now with the Pirates, may be able to 
hold his place in front of the “iron man.” 
too, or Lynch, Pittsburg’s college recruit, 
may do so, but they have a long way to go 
yet before either of them pitches a score or 
more of games. 

The White Stockings’ pitchers. with the 
exception of Walsh and Patterson, have 
won more than half their games. All six of 
the Colt pitchers have won half their games 
or better, Weimer being the lowest of the 
six with seven victories and seven defeats. 
Brown has proved the best of the sextet 
so far, with ten games won and three de- 
feats.

There is likewise early 
speed in the male lines of his pedigree, his 
sire, Axworthy, 2:15%, being a colt performer, 
while his grandsire, Axtell, was the 3 year 
old trotting champion with a mark of 2:12 
to high wheels. 

But although the Axworthys are naturally 
fast trotters at an early age, it takes skill in 
‘the: sulky and in stable-management, as 
well as patience of the never ending sort, to 
put that speed into fast miles for the young- 
sters, and Sanders is the man for the work. 
He. is carefulness personified. He takes no 
chances with his colts that can be avoided. 
Every: one of them is booted-wherever there 
is a chance of striking. There is no ‘hurry 
about their training, but there is no lagging. 
The trainer and driver look carefully after 
details, and it is becoming pretty well un- 
derstood on the harness turf that the day 
of the man who wants to do.nothing more 
than climb into the sulky and drive races is 
gone for good. 

Jack Axworthy a Rival. 


Jack Axworthy, another 2 year old in the 
Sanders string, is from a mare by Stamboul, 
and he is just about as good as his half 
brother, Sid. In fact, the way in which these 
two colts have kept even with each other in 
the matier of learning to trot is remarkable, 
and today Sanders does not know which !s the 
bétter of the pair. J. H. Shults of Brooklyn, 
who owns Axworthy, sent eight of that stal- 
lion’s get tu Sanders, none over 4 years old, 
and seven of them have turned out to be real 
trotteélis. 

There aie a couple of 4 year olds in the lot 
which lock like the making of 2:12 trotters. 
One of them, Tom Axworthy, has been a 
mile and repeat in 2:14%, 2:13%,. and the 
other, Ben Axworthy, has worked in 2:14%. 
The others in the Axworthy collection which 
Sanders is handling can step far better than 
fhe average colt, all showing 2:30 or better 
speed with the exception noted above. The 
stars, however, are Sid, Jack, Tom, and Ben.

Good Racing at Chicago. 


At the trotting meeting in this city which 
ended yesterday there was extra good racing 
for a half mile track, and the quality of the 
fields was in some instances quite high. 


formance of the bay gelding Tommy Palmer, 
which made his first start in the 2:25 trot 
and was second in a couple of heats in 2:25%,, 
2:24%. 

If ever there was a natural trotter Tommy 
Palmer is the horse. Last fall Walter 
Palmer of Ottawa, Ill., who is a fine judge of 
anything in the horse line that wears a 
harness or carries a saddle, picked up Tom- 
my Palmer. He was then more noted asa 
saddier than anything else, and could single- 
foot a full mile better than 2:50. Palmer 
sold the horse to a friend for general use, 
and last winter the new owner found that 
Tommy could step well on the snow path. 
It was not until less t..an a month before 
his Chicago début as a trotter, however, 
that Tommy Palmer first saw a racetrack. 
being sent to Charlie Dean just three weeks 
and five days before he heard the bell ring. 


Tommy Palmer Trots Well. 


As he was &@ double gaited fellow Dean 
thought the horse might not score well when 
asked to come to the wire at a racing clip 
the first time he was turned around with 
other horses, but this fear was not well 
founded. Wearing a seven ounce shoe and 
two ounce weight in front, light shoes be- 
hind, and equipped with quarter boots and 
scalpers for protection only, Tommy Palmer 
went out and trotted as if he had been at 
the game all his life. 

It was the first time that Dean had driven 
him better than 2:30, and his second in 2:22%, 
together with the confident manner in which 
he went out and raced as if he enjoyed it 
above al. things, was something of a sur- 
price. Just now it looks as if .ommy Palmer 
would beat 2:20 with little work the first time 
he is asked to step over a mile track. That 
he will eventually get into the 2:15 list there 
is not much doubt. 

Dean has a good stable of horses this year, 
and it seems certain that he will practically 
be forced to take a hand in the grand circuit 
by another season. What he has done in 
the last two years and what it seems prob- 
able he will accomplish this season with the 
horses now in training will bring’ to him 
a class of trotters\and pacers whose owners 
will want to have a try for the highest 
honors of the turf, and this means a cam- 
paign down the grand circuit. 

The experience will, not. be. a new one. for 
Dean, but horses will come to him in such 
numbers that he will be unable to train all 
of them, anf among the multitude there will 
be a few each year that will hold their own 
In the best of company.

IMPORTANT CHANGE MADE IN 
RULES OF GAME. 


Fourteenth Congress Modifies Regula- 
tion So That When Player Fails to 
Follow Suit His Partner May Inquire 

_ Whether Person So Renouncing Has 

Any Trumps in Order to Prevent a 
Revoke — New Law Said to Have 
Been Suggested by “ Bridge.”’ 


[BY A. R. METCALFE.] 
One important change in the laws of whist 
was made at the fourteenth congress. When 
a player fails to follow suit his partner may, 


as the trick is turned and quitted, inquire 


whether the player so renouncing has any 
of the suit led in order to prevent a revoke. 
Heretofore any remark by the partner in 
such a case established the revoke. The new 
law was undoubtedly suggested by bridge.”’ 

Too much importance can hardly be given 
to the preferred trump call—that is, a cal! 
for trumps completed on the third round of 
a suit instead of the second. When the 
player wishing to call holds three indifferent 
cards of the suit led one of the opponents 
leading the ace and following with king, 
there is absolutely no sound reason for com- 
pleting a call until the third round.

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COLLEGE MEN IN ENGLAND 


YALE AND HARVARD ATHLETES 


AT TRAINING GROUNDS. — 


—_ 


American Teams Who Will Meet Oxford 
and Cambridge Stars in the Near 
Future Begin Preparation for Event 
at Brighton Instead of Going to 
Queen's Club, as Had Been Expected 
~Trainer Murphy Talks of the 
Chances for Victory. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
(Copyright: 1904; By the New York Heraid.) 
LONDON, July 16.—Yale and Harvard ath- 

letes who are to enter into friendly rivalry 
with the representatives of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge universities a fortnight hence at the 
Queen’s club, West Kensington, had a pleas- 
ant passage op the White Star liner Teutonic, 


Instead of stopping in London and finishing 
their preparation at the Queen’s club track, 
as was expésted, the teams went on to 
Brighton, where they will remain until the 
day of the contests. The boys Gid not reach 
the south coast resort until 5 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon, but they lost no time in get- 
ting to work, as within a couple of hours of 
their arrival at the hotel their trainers, 
Mesere M. Murphy and J. Graham, had them 
busily engaged on the.Preston park track. 
Several members of the team were seen on 
the sea front at Brighton in the afternoon 
putting in some good practice in a park 
which is conveniently situated for the visit- 
ors, being within a couple of miles of their 
hotel. 

Teams in Good Condition. 


The boys are all in good condition and the 
best of health and spirits, which were not 
interfered with in the least by their voyage, 
the trip having been of the pleasantest de- 
scription. Better weather than that which 
prevailed during their crossing could not 
have been desired. The sea was practically 
smooth the whole way and members of the 
team were able to get a lot of practice on the 
saloon deck. Capt. McInstry of the Teu- 
tonic did all he could to enable them to put 
in as much work as possible and they are 
full of praise for him and voted him kind- 
ness personified. 

All are delighted with their quarters at 
Brighton and the weather, which they 
dubbed of the home brand. They look on 
their forthcoming match with much en- 
thusiasm and if confidence has anything to 
do with its outcome they should win easily, 
as they are simply full of it. 


Murphy Talks of Meet. 

“American university boys,’ said Mr. 
Murphy, the Yale trainer, “do not shine 
greatly over here in races of a mile and up- 
wards. Itis seldom we get good men at those 
distances, but when we do and they are 
brought over here the climate or something 
seems to upset them. For instance, on the 
last visit of Yale and Harvard to England, 
the American universities had some good 
material to represent them, but they proved 
disappointing and did not by any means show 
up to their best form. It is strange, but 
nevertheless a fact, that on that occasion all 
of them told me they failed to get what you 
would call their second wind. We were 
beaten on the visit referred to, but we equal- 
ized in America, and. hope, in the, present 
match to win. This weather suits the boys Lo 
a nicety and if it ofly keeps like it is today we 
shall have absolutely nothing to complain of. 
I should like, however, to bea little more cer- 
tain as to whether the leg of E. J. Clapp has 
entirely recovered from the injury it received 
in the intercollegiate sports in America on 
May 

The Yale captain declares his leg is all 
right, though it was noticed during practice 
that Clapp favored it somewhat® Unfortun- 
ately it is the leg the Yale hurdler lands on 
after jumping and it therefore behooves him 
to use it with care. 


Contest Will Be Close. ‘ 


As the events are arranged the meet prom- 
ises to be close and exciting, with the un- 
known element of the climate favoring the 
home’ team. Three events are generally 
conceded to the Americans, three to Eng- 
land, with three doubtful. There is, how- 
ever,. room for surprises on both sides. The 
one, two, and quarter mile are generally 
given to England, while Alcott in the mile 
has only equaled the American record of 
4:26. It is done right along in England §n 
4:23, and the Cambridge entry has done it in 
4:20. Long of Yale has done the quarter 
mile pretty close to :49, and should run a 
hard race, but the climate is expected to beat 
him. Dives of Harvard has always pushed 
him hard. 

Clapp should win the hurdles, and Schick 
and Torrey have been expected to win the 
hundred yard without much trouble. The 
English have great confidence in their entry, 
however. Shevlin and Glass have been 
counted on for the hammer throw, as both 
have done better than the English records. 
This event has been made doubtful by Shev- 
lin’s performances in England, where he has 
been since the colleges closed. In two open 
meets he has been beaten at 157 feet, while 
he has done 161 consistently at home. In both 
jumps the records are about the same on 
both sides, but here again the climate is ex- 
pected to win for England, although Mur- 
phy of Harvard may get the high jump. 


_ Expect Much of Parsons. 

The half mile promises to be the prettiest 
contest of the day. This event is run con- 
sistently one to three seconds faster in Eng- 
land than in America. Parsons, the Yale 
freshman, who broke the indoor world’s rec- 
ord for the distance three times during the 
last winter, promises to make a strong bid 
for the event. His*indoor record is the equal 
of the outdoor record of the English entry. 
He never duplicated his indoor record on an 
outdoor track, however, and never has done 
better than 1:56 on a cinder track. He lost 
only one collegiate race since he entered 
college, and that by a fluke to his teammate, 
Young of Harvard. 

The ciilmate has always beén the déciding 
factor in international meets. The climate 
of England is naturally more favorable to 
distance races and events which require en- 
durance, and has a harmful effect on contest- 
ants in events like the sprints and jumps, 
where great nervous force is required. 

The meet will be held July 23 at the 
grounds of the Queens club, West Kensington, 
London. A number of Yale and Harvard 
students and alumni have arranged their 
trips so as to be present at the meet, and the 
American college cheers, which have star- 
tled the English at previous contests, will 
be given. 

The king has signified his intention of be- 
ing present at the meet. 

This is the fifth international meet that 
ahs been held, and it will decide a tie, Hith- 
erto each country has won on its native 
heath, but has been defeated when it turned 
invader. The first two international meets 
were between single colleges. The first was 
in 1894, when Yale was defeatcd by three and 
one-half points by Oxford. The next year 
Cambridge sent a team to the United States 
and was decisively beaten. In 1899 the first 
quadrangular meet took place. Yale and 
Harvard sent a team abroad and were beaten 
by one first place. In a return meet at 
Berkeley oval, in 1901, the English team was 
beaten by four first places. 


Question of Clothes. 


One of the questions which has caused a 
slight ill feeling at previous meets in Eng- 
land has been the matter of sleeveless jer- 
seys.. At all athletic contests in England 
jerseys with elbow sleeves are worn, and the 
committee having the meet in charge ob- 
jected to the American “ zephyrs,”’ although 
nothing was said of the running pants. On 
the grounds that a large number of women 
were expetced in the audience, the commit- 
tee refused to allow the American athletes 
to enter until a garment with sleeves was 
substituted. So-little warning was given 
that the team was compelled to run the 
races without insignia. 

While the managers of the two teams 
would say nothing definite on the subject 
the members of the team were\outspoken 
in their determination to wear their be 
loved “‘zephyrs.” The management has 
made no provision for jerseys with sleeves 
and the attitude of the team will compel it 
to'make an effort to have the ordinary gar-

All Report Depression. 

Every branch of the industry reported de- 
pression. These opinions, publicly expressed 
at the meeting, were stated freely to me in 
private conversations during the week, and’ 
yet the board of trade returns and price 
schedules of representative articles scarcely 
point to such utter depression as that in-' 
dicated.

The subject of the dumping of certain tron 
‘and steel products on the world’s markets 
by countries having a protective tariff is 
one much discussed by British iron masters, 
but as shown by figures of six months’ im- 
ports and exports, Great Britain has less 
ground for complaint as to its home market 
than talks with manufacturers would lead 

- one to infer. 


Great Britain Takes Third Place. 


Still, of course, the question of dumping is 
not confined solely to the home market, but 
to markets of the world which in the past 
were regular customers of British iron manu- 
facturers. It is a well known fact, for in- 
étance, that Great Britain in the last twenty 
years has fallen from the first to the third 
position as an iron and steel producing coun- 
try. In 1903 the United States led with the 
production of 18,000,000 tons of pig iron, Ger- 
many. second with an output of 10,000,000 tons. 
and Great Britain third with about 9,000,000 
tons to her credit. In 1883 Great Britain pro- 
duced 8,490,000 tons, the United States 4,595,- 
000 tons, and Germany 3,680,000 tons. In 
other words, Great Britain has stood prac- 
tically stationary, while Germany has nearly 
doubled and the United States has nearly 
quadrupled in iron producing capacity.

From 1883 to 1908 Great Britain's steel oathat 
increased from 2,000,000 to 5,800,000 tons, Ger- 
many’s from 1,074,000 tons to 4,849,000, and 
the United States’ from 1 655,000 to 15,000,000 
tons. 


Causes Tariff Discussion. 


It is in consequence of the great increasein 
the German and American product and the 
fact that both countries protect iron and 
steel by enormous tariffs that the question 
of the industry is regarded by ‘so’ many 
British manufacturers as of world wide, 
not of insular or parochial importance. 

Some of the shipowners and iron manu- 
facturers, without admitting that they are 
protectionists, dre freely asking if it might 
not be well to take the duty off of tobacco, 
for instance, and place it on products manu- 
factured at home. 

To find such views expressed by prominent 
merchants in the home of free trade is start- . 
ling. That it is not universal is, of course, 
self-evident. Doubtless heavy taxes, busi- 
ness depression, and the general dejection of 
merchants and manufacturers impels some 
to hope that a change, no matter what, would 
improve affairs. Nevertheless, it is true that 
one hears much discussion as to whether 
trade as free as Great Britain enjoys has 
not served its purpose.

manufacturing firms of the united kingdom.

They both married 
princes of the house of Hohenlohe, and while 
one of them—namely: Princess Maximilian 
Hohenlohe—died a couple of years ago, she 
left two boys who, when they grow up, will 
represent the American elemerm:in the most 
influential and powerful of all fhe nonreign- 
ing princely houses of Europe. 


Affects Dynasty in Lippe. 
In the case of the sovereign family of Lippe 


in Germany, the marriage of one of its nrem- 
‘bers to'an American girl is destined to result 
in serious dynastic: difficulties. For, the 
regent of the principality of Lippe has been 
notified that his sons are barred, not merely 
from tle succession to the throne but even 
from following him in the regency, owing to 
the fact that their mother was the offspring 
of Count Leopold Wartensleben and of Miss 
Bohlen of Philadelphia, where the latter’s 
father was a well to do merchant. 

Indeed, at the obsequies of the dowager 
princess of Lippe at Carisruhe, the otherday, 
the eldest son of the regent, who had been 
deputed by his father to represent him at the 
funeral, was denied a place among the royal 
and imperial mourners on the ground that 
owing to the fact of his mother’s mother hav- 
ing been the daughter of an American mer- 
chant, he could not be regarded as a full 
fiedged member of one of the reigning houses 
of Germany, or as entitled to rank among the 
princes of the blood. 

The prince of Lippe is a childless lunatic, 
whose mental affliction has been pronounced 
incurable, and as his cousin, the regent, is in 
failing health, the controversy concerning 
the rights to the regency of the principality 
is likely to be rendered acute at any moment 
by the regent’s death. 


Strong in Italy. 

In Italy there are quite a large number o 

young nobles with American mothers who 
have already attained manhood, while others 
are still in their boyhood. Thus count de la 
Guerardesca’s' son by his union with Miss 
Fisher of New York is attached to the Ital- 
ian embassy at Washington, and is now mar- 
ried to the daughter of Henry C. Taylor of 
New York, while the two sons of Count 
Gianotti, whose wife was a Miss Kinney of 
New Jersey, are serving in the Italian army. 
The United States is well represented among 
the eld Roman patriciate, for among those of 


‘its membersewhose mothers are daughters of 


Uncle Sam, are the young princes of Colonna 
and of Brancaccio, besides many others. 

In Russia, Norway, and Sweden, Denmark, 
Belgium, Holland, as well as. in Spain and 
Portugal, young nobles are everywhere grow- 
ing up who are, through their mothers, half 
American, ‘and who, being possessed of the 
rank and wealth that carry with them in- 
fluence, political as well as social, abroad, 
will, it is hoped, prove useful friends to the 
United States. 


RECIPROCITY MAY HAVE ORGAN. 


Canadian Opponents of Move Intimate 
Trade Relations Said te Be 
Aroused. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 14.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—The announced intention of the 
Continental Reciprocity League of North 
America to establish a Canadian organ has 
aroused the Canadian anti-reciprocity lead- 
ers. Reciprocity is denounced as a ‘trap to 
turn the dominion into a slaughter market 
for American producers, and eventually 
bring Canada politically into the great union 
of American states. It Is recognized that 
the present movement for reciprocity in the 
United States is now in the hands of men of 
money, public influence, and position. 
Canada, after the manner in which her 
efforts to secure reciprocity have been re- | 
peatedly repulsed, cannot with any self-re- 
spect make fresh advances. But no Cana- 
dian government will turn a deaf ear to rea- 
sonable propositions on a serious business 
basis from the other side. 


Militia Must Stay at Home. 


At militia headquarters It is understood a 
stop is to be put to the exchange of friendly 
visits between representative military bod- 
jes of the’ United States and Canada. The 
sensational story of the Malone (N. Y.) 
national guard officers taking possession of 
the Canadian train carrying the American 
visitors. back to the United States and of 
the threatened trouble at Syracuse, N. Y., 
if a Canadian. regiment was allowed to take 
part in the Independence day exercises, have 
created the impression that sooner or later 
trouble will occur if these visits are per- 
mitted to continue. 

It has been ascertained that Col. Kent of 
the Fourteenth Princesst of Wales’ Own 
rifles, when visiting Syracuse, had to go to 
the heads of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
of that city to secure assurances that his 
regiment would not be interfered with be- 
fore he considered it safe to allow them to 
march through the streets of the city. Hap- 
pily the Fourteenth, being a rifie regiment, 
did not carry colors. It was generally un- 
derstood that if British colors had been car- 
siting regiment would have been interfered 
with. 

Praises Dundonald’s Tactics. 


Capt. Morrison of the Second field battery 
was one of tne <wo officers responsible for 
the discipline and drill of Rockliffe camp. 
It was his business to observe the work 
done, by the cavalry and infantry under the 
new drill manuals prepared by the late gen- 


A question was asked in the house of com- 
mons as to the intentions of the government 
with regard to the issue of those manuals 
to the militia. Sir Frederick Borden gave 
an evasive reply and allowed it to be under- 
stood that Dundonald did not know _ his 
grammar. 

After that, a story got into circulation that 
the copies of the manuals already printed, 
some 4,500 in number, were to be burned in 
the furnaces of ‘the parliamentary bulldings 
and the issue stopped, the new drill being 
found useless, or words to that effect. Now 
Capt. Morrison, having had the closest op- 
portunities of watching the new drill in 
practical operation, steps to the front with 
the statement that it was the stmplest, most 
practical. and effective of any known sys- 
tem. He entered a vigorous protest against 
“mere political resentment ”’ being allowed 
to deprive the country of the benefit of Dun- 
donald’s “ splendid work, as represented in 
these training books.”’

A number of plays known to Chicago amuse- 
ment seekers are now béing offered. Charles 
Wyndham is reappearing in Jones’ “ The

beth’'s Prisoner,” which failed so. speedily in 
New York last winter when Faversham pro- 
‘duced it; is being given here by Lewis Wallet, 
and is vigorously applauded and approved, 
despite the whacks it bestows on British 
‘patriotism and British war methods.

In Zoraya, Bernhardt has t6 portray the in- 
nocence, purity, and sweetness of simple, 
natural maidenhood. And there is nothing in 
the performance that shows more clearly the 
supreme artistry of the eminent French- 
woman than does her consummate reveal- 
ment of this important element in the char- 
‘acter, 

In looks, in movements, in bearing, and 
even in voice, she is never for an instant other 
than the young, immaiure girl. And when it 
is remembered hdw many years Bernhardt 
has been.before the public, how numerous 
and varied have been her experiences, how 
filed with excitements her life, both pubic 
and private, has been, the remarkableness of 
this achievement becomes clear. Handsome 
as ever, she still looks the actual incarna- 
tion of youth. She is slightly fleshier than 
formerly, and the keenest eye or the sharpest 
glass cannot discover in her face or igurea 
line that tells of age. 

And as Zoraya, her walk, her bearing, her 
gestures are all those of maidenhood. The 
most marvelous achievement, however, she 
accomplishes with that wonderfully musical 
voloe of hers. There is such a thing as tonal 
color in the human voice, and character ip in 
no way more unerringly revealed than by it. 
Not the words that are spoken, but the voice 
quality in which they are spoken discover 
to the keen listener a man’s true nature. 
And nothing is more difficult to diaguise than 
is this voice quality. Bernhardt as Zoraya 
accomplishes the difficult feat, however. 
Her voice is not only musical and 
as it ever has been, but it takes on a virgi 
chaetity which is the possession of spotiess 
maidenhood, and which is rarely heard in the 
voice of matured woman. 7 


Innocence, sweetness, and purity are une . 


mistakably revealed in the voice quality ip 
which every word of Zoraya is spoken. And 
never for a moment is this quality wanting, 
In the fourth act, when Zoraya stands before 
the grand inquisitor, a deflance, ferce and 
unbridled, is hurled at the tribunal by the 
young girl. It is one of the characteristic 
Bernhardt outbursts—beginning quietly and 
with repressed emotion, and then quickly ris- 
ing to a height of dramatic intensity and 
passion, which makes the auditor fairly dizzy 
with the speed and directness with which it 
ie attained. Bernhardt's whole being seems 
fairly to blaze with the fury of tortured and 
outraged innocence. She does not rant-or 


- pave, but the hearer grows cold and breath. 


less while listening to her swift, sweeping 
denunciation. And yet in the climax of the 
emotional outburst Bernhardt’s voice never 
for an instant loses its virginal quality. 
Zoraya is still the young girl, the maiden. 

At the matinée on Saturday “ Camille” 
had been presented. Bernhardt’s volce was 
then iridescent with color—the colors of 
languorous passion, of manifold experience, 
and of the knowledge of ail that the lower 
world can give to woman. In the evening 
only absolute purity and innocence were 
heard. A contrast more striking. and ar- 
tistic achievement more remarkable the 
stage of today canot discover. 

The Bernhardt production of “La Sor- 
ciere”’ is of rare completeness and beauty. 
The costumes are handsome yet never ob- 
trusive in either color or material, and the

Marian Martineauw’s Answers. 

Subscriber: How often would you: advise 
me to wash my' face? I find it looks dirty 
often, but I am afraid to injure the skin by 
washing it too much. » 

Do not wash the face oftener than twice a 
day, in the morning for comfort and at night 
to cleanse the skin. During the day you can 
use a soft, cold cream upon it. 

Mrs. T.; Cold cream seems to clog the 
pores of my skin. I cannot use it without 
having an oily skin afterwards. 

The trouble is that you use it too thick. 
Cold cream should be, as its name implies, a 
cream. It should not be much thicker than 
cream of milk. Spread it on the face and 
wipe off with a soft linen cloth. 

Cynthia F.: I remember once that I had 
a soft cream spread on my face by a uty 
culturist. It remained on a few minutes and 
then was wiped off. It brought away all the 
blackheads and imperfections. Can you tell 
me how it was made? 

Take a 5 cent bottle of white vaseline. Add 
to it an equal amount of the pure oll of sweet 
almonds. Heat together and add a teaspoon 
of borax. This should make a thin cream. 
Spread it on the ‘but first be sure that 
your cream is thin ehough. Do this when 
you come in from a dusty walk. The result 
will surprise you. 

.Miss T.: I like to wash my face in soap 
and water, but it seems to injureit. Ie there 
any special way I can wash it so that my 
skin will not chap? 

Spread your face with soap jelly. Let it 
remain on one minute.

In the last water 
add three or four drops of benzoin.

"thing in the world for brides and grooms from Chicago to 


seek the seclusion of Lincoln cabin. It is buried in the woods. 
It looks tomantic. Leading from ‘it are walks and drives 
through the woods,- bounded by homely, old fashioned stake 
and ridet fences. A river with low overhanging trees winds 
its way up a little valley. A placid lake that glitters under 
the beams of the summer moon spreads out near by. It is 
all so quiet, so picturesque, so cool and dark and shady, that 
prides fall in love with the spot the moment they see it. 

The ox yoke that hangs over the door possesses historic 
interest. Once it was owned by Abraham Lineoln—jong be- 
fore he became famous as Illinois’ favorite son. He used the 
yoke to break in refractory young oxen and declared that 
brought him good luck. 

In time the ox yoke that once belonged to Abraham Lin- 
coln became the property of Mr. Rowland. When he built 
Lincoln cabin as a honeymoon cottage in the woods he hung 
the yoke over the door. | ; 

Hidden with Bridai Garlands. 

The first bride of the summer at Lincoln cabin—the avant 
coureur of the brides of June—is expected-by usage to deck 
the ox yoke with garlands of flowers. When the next bride 
comes she must, by the traditions of the cabin, supply fresh 


flowers. There are so many brides—such a procession of 


them—that the old ox yoke is usuaily«hidden with garlands. 
Most of the bridal couples who first visit Lincoln cabin 


i | try, of course, to “ make believe’ that they are “old mar- 


ried’ folks. The bride tries to hide her blush every time 
she comes out on the piazza. and the new husband talks fast 
and incoherently with some one else, just to show how in- 
flifferent he is to the shy young thing he only married the 
day before. Of course, this bride pretends to ignore the ox 
yoke. She refuses to redeck it with flowers; but in a day 
or so she is sure to be discovered and compelled to offer the 
usual floral tribute to the yoke. With much laughing and 


applause she hurriedly places the wreath on the yoke and 


beats a hasty retreat. 

Then, of course, there are brides who are so happy that 
they want ‘everybody in the cabin to know it. They either 
know the traditions of the cabin in advance or they learn 
them soon after they arrive there. They enter into the 
spirit of the thing at once and advertise their happiness to 
all the world—or to all the cabin—by placing fresh flowers 
the ox yoke within a few hours after they arrive.

Of course, the cabin is not always filled with the newly 
wedded, and the fact sometimes leads to laughable mistakes.

Each nurse must be equipped with a bicycle in order to 
cover the ground rapidly, and, of course, must have a supply 
of medical stores on hand.

_ The object, briefly stated, is this: To have in the neigh- 
borhood—and the neighborhood means an area of many 
square miles—a woman trained to her work, ready to respond

| “ Quite lately a poor woman in this district had the 
advantage of a nurse’s services. What the people saw then 
causes them to be most desirous of having available such 
services, which they might in a sense call their own.” 

A curate of the parish of Geesala declares in a letter that 
the nurse has actuaily saved life to his personal knowledge. 

Lady Dudley does Not depend wholly upon outside sub 
scriptions for the’ support of this charity. It has been her 
policy to insist upon as many subscriptions and donations 
locally as the district to which a nurse was appointed could 
possibly furnish. | 


Committee Supplies the Deficit. 

When this maximum has been reached, the committee has 
supplied the deficit required to bring the amount collected UP 
to the sum needed to cover the annual expenses of a nurse. 
In some districts the sums collected have amounted to only 
@ few dollars, owing to the universal poverty of the inhabl- 
tants. Im one or two no subscriptions have been available 
except that of the priest of the parish. The nurses are ei 
dowed ds far as possible on a permanent basis by the means 
of an annual subscription list, together with an income 
derived from monéy received in donations and invested in- 
trustees’ securities. No nurse is appointed unless the income 
for her establishment and maintenance is already in the hands

Petrarch’s love story, reduced to outline, reads much like 
any other tale of unrequited love where the married hergine 
is prudent and the hero is inflammable.

by smiling at Petrarch through her veil -when she felt like 
it, and frowning at him when she didn’t. She was too busy 
to’fave any time to think up sonnets. She liked to get them, 
though. What woman wouldn't? 


Restless, Vain, and Passionate. 


It is Petrarch, the lover, who is unique. The poet soul 
in him had been nourished by Dante's ecstatic vision of Bea- 
trice, the virgin hearted. His imagination had been quick- 
ened by the romantic idealism of his time. Petrarch was 
ambitious; he was egotistical, with a scholar’s lofty egotism; 
of noble birth and priestly training, he was impatient with 
the follies and the evils of the world in which he lived. Too 
early his own superiority had taught him to believe that 
he was set apart from common men, and must depend for 
happij upon the inspiration of a chosen few. Restless, 
vain, passionate, full of fiery fancies, he saw one early 
morning at her devotions the young wife of Count Hugues de 
Sade. Suddenly he awoke to love, and life, and pain. 

*“ Hitherto I feared not love,” he writes. “My affections, 
cold as ice, formed round my heart a crystal rampart. Tears 
were strangers to my eyes, my sleep was undisturbed, and 
I saw with astonishment in others what I had never experi- 
enced in myself. Such have I been. Alas, what am I now!” 

Laura’s coldness would have discouraged at the outset a 
less poetic lover. But, having hitched his muse, Petrarch 
apparently did not see any sense in walking jus? because 
the lady of his fancy did not ride with him. Not even ad-

Did He Lowe Her Really ? 


Was Petrarch’'s love just the love of a sonneteer? Ce- 
tainly: his love for Laura did not keep him from making an- 
other woman the mother of his two children. He did not 
seem to mind in the least when, in the course of time, Laura 
had eleven youngsters in her nursery. Did he love her 
really? Or did he simply create an idol before whom to 
bend his knee? “ What I love in you is not your beauty, 
your youth, the melting tenderness of your eyes, the ruby 
freshness of your lips,"’ was the tenor of his song, “ ‘tis your 
heart, which is open to every generous sentiment; your in- 
tellect, which divines every noble thought, that bind me‘ to 
you with a chain which time is powerless to shatter. Your 
beauty will pale, your eyes will lose their brilliancy, your 
lips their freshness, but youth fleeing will not take with it 
my love.” 

Whether or not it was Laura the woman or Laura the 
ideal whom he loved, he was faithful, so far as the sonnets 
were concerned, till the end. Long before her death Laura's 
beauty withered, says Foscolo, one of Petrarch’s chroniclers, 
so that the poet's friends wondered how he could still love 
her so ardently, and Petrarch himself confessed when Laura 
was scarcely 35, “If I had loved her person only I had 
changed long since. What does signify,” he moralized 
with a philosophy which Byron echoed in “Childe Haroid,” 
“that the bow can no longer wound, since its mortal blow 
had already been inflicted?” By this time his love had ripened 
from the erude passion of his youth. Presently, with Laura‘’s 
death, it shook off the last traces of the earth from which it 
sprung and became an exaltation of spirit that was part of 


the poet’s religion. 


; Remembered for His Love.
